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Report  of  Selectmen 

To  the  Citizens  of  Milford: 

Again  it  is  our  pleasure,  as  it  is  our  official  duty,  to  lay 
before  you  an  account  of  our  stewardship  to  the  end  that  all 
may  have  an  intelligent  understanding  of  the  manner  in  which 
our  municipal  affairs  are  conducted. 

Again,  we  are  proud  to  announce  a  tax  rate  of  $6.30  per 
hundred  of  assessed  valuation.  This  is  the  third  year  of  the 
same  rate.  Your  Board  of  Selectmen  has  worked  hard  to  reduce 
the  cost  of  maintenance.  Only  a  continuation  of  the  same  policy 
can  prevent  an  increase  of  the  tax  rate  and  the  voters  should 
carefully  consider  every  proposed  appropriation. 

Several  new  laws  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature 
have  considerably  affected  our  income,  namely  utilities  and 
stock  in  trade.   Such  laws  are  no  help  to  a  balanced  budget. 

There  is,  perhaps,  no  matter  that  concerns  a  larger  number 
of  our  people  than  the  condition  of  our  streets  and  as  the  statutes 
make  the  Selectmen  responsible  for  their  condition,  this  subject 
may  well  be  considered  here.  For  years  we  have  planned  per- 
manent roads.  The  plans  of  the  past  are  steadily  becoming  the 
reality  of  the  future.  We  believe  that  considerable  accomplish- 
ment has  been  made  on  our  roads  and  highways.  It  is  our  hope 
that  each  road  shall  be  either  rebuilt  or  repaired  at  least  once 
in  three  years. 

In  July,  our  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Frank  Reid,  Jr., 
resigned  for  a  new  position  in  New  York.  We  were  sorry  to 
lose  his  services  but  feel  we  were  quite  fortunate  in  being  able 
to  replace  him  with  his  former  assistant,  Robert  Courage,  who 
is  doing  a  very  fine  job. 

ELECTRIC  LIGHTING 
There  are  several  streets  in  town  where  street  lights  are  very 
much  needed. 

INVENTORY  YEAR 

By  a  vote  of  the  town  a  copy  of  property  inventory  with 


assessment  as  of  April  1st  is  published.    A  copy  is  included  in 
the  reports. 

Each  assessment  is  made  after  due  deliberation  and  discus- 
sion by  the  entire  board  and  never  by  one  member.  The  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Selectmen  in  arriving  at  an  equitable  assess- 
ment of  each  item  is  of  grave  importance. 

We  have  attempted  to  perform  our  duty  without  prejudice 
or  partiality.  Data  relative  to  transfers  or  divisions  of  property 
is  assembled  and  filed  at  our  office  each  year.  These  files  are 
open  to  the  public  for  your  convenience. 

We  have  perambulated  lines  between  Mason  and  Milford. 

We  also  received  the  resignation  of  Police  Chief  Oliver  G. 
Williamson  who  had  served  the  town  faithfully  and  well  for 
many  years.  The  post  was  taken  by  Duane  B.  Rockwell,  who  is 
doing  a  splendid  job. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  members  of  com- 
mittees whose  help  and  sacrifices  have  done  so  much  to  enable 
us  to  carry  on  our  work  in  Milford.

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WARRANT 

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Milford  in  the  County  of 
Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said  Milford 
on  Tuesday,  the  eleventh  day  of  March  next,  at  two  of  the  clock 
in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  act  upon  the  reports  of  all  Town  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  and  raise  and  appropriate  money  relative 
thereto. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  Taxes,  if  necessary,  as  pro- 
vided by  law  of  1907. 

5.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  be  used  with  income,  if  any,  for  the  election 
and  registration  expenses,  municipal  court  expenses,  Public 
Works  Administration,  town  hall  and  other  buildings  expenses, 
town  officers'  expense,  town  officers'  salary,  civil  defense,  fire 
department,  hydrant  rental,  police  department,  garbage  collec- 
tion, health  department,  sewer  maintenance,  town  dump,  vital 
statistics,  highway  maintenance,  oiling,  snow  removal,  street 
lighting,  town  road  aid,  Wadleigh  Memorial  Library,  old  age 
assistance,  town  poor,  Memorial  Day,  parks  and  playgrounds, 
swimming  pool,  cemeteries,  information  booth,  damages  and 
legal  expense,  employees'  retirement,  employees'  social  security, 
insurance,  police  pension,  tax  map  revision,  interest  on  long 
term  notes,  interest  on  temporary  loans,  sewer  correction,  side- 
walk construction,  long  term  notes  and  county  taxes. 

6.  Shall  the  Provision  of  Chapter  287  of  the  Revised  Stat- 
utes Annotated  relative  to  playing  games  of  Beano  be  adopted 
in  the  Town. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  for  the  Community  House. 
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8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $672.00  (l/100th  of  1%  of  the  valuation  of  the 
Town)  to  the  Monadnock  Region  Association  of  Southwestern 
New  Hampshire  for  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter, 
newspaper  and  magazine  advertising,  and  by  other  means  call- 
ing attention  to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the 
Town,  in  cooperation  with  the  other  thirty  seven  towns  of  the 
Monadnock  Region. 

9.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to  the 
following  resolution: 

Whereas,  the  residuary  clause  of  the  will  of  Paul  Hopkins 
Hutchinson,  late  of  Fowler,  in  the  County  of  Fresno  and  State 
of  California,  states  "All  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of  my 
property,  if  any,  I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  to  the  Town  of 
Milford,  New  Hampshire,  to  be  used  at  the  direction  of  the 
governing  body  thereof  for  the  erection  and/ or  maintenance  of 
a  public  library  and /or  a  public  hospital  in  said  town.",  and 

Whereas,  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  its  annual  meeting  of 
March  1957,  certain  relics  received  under  this  clause  in  the  will 
have  been  established  and  exhibited  at  the  Wadleigh  Library 
as  a  permanent  memorial  of  the  generosity  of  the  donor,  and 

Whereas,  upon  approval  of  the  Probate  Court  of  jurisdiction 
the  Town  has  received  all  the  rest,  residue  and  remainder  of 
the  property  of  the  deceased  testator,  namely,  cash  in  the  amount 
of  $89,473.54  and  certain  stock  certificates  which  were  apprais- 
ed of  no  value  at  the  time  of  the  appraisal  of  the  Estate,  and 

Whereas,  the  Town  of  Milford  has  an  adequate  public  library 
and  at  this  time  there  is  no  public  hospital  in  the  town,  and 

Whereas,  funds  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  a  public 
hospital  in  Milford  are  not  presently  available  without  excessive 
outlay  of  public  funds  which  would  have  to  be  raised  by  tax- 
ation. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  that  the  cash  of  $89,473.54  and  stock 
certificates  so  received  from  the  estate  be  hereby  established  and 
designated  as  The  Paul  Hopkins  Hutchinson  Fund  and  placed 
in  the  hands  and  control  of  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds  of  the 
Town  of  Milford  for  administration  under  the  laws  pertaining 
thereto,  and 

BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  that  the  income  of  the 
Paul  Hopkins  Hutchinson  Fund  be  used  for  the  maintenance  of 
the  Wadleigh  Library  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
will,  and 
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BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED:  that  the  principal  of  the 
Paul  Hopkins  Hutchinson  fund  be  held  intact  as  a  permanent 
memorial  with  a  provision  that  it  may  be  used  for  the  erection 
and/ or  maintenance  of  a  public  hospital  in  the  Town  of  Milford 
at  the  further  direction  of  the  governing  body  at  an  annual 
Town  Meeting.  (This  Art.  drawn  up  by  approval  of  Hospital 
Committee,  Library  Trustees  and  Selectmen.) 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  expend  the  sum  of  $9260.00  from  the  Parking 
Meter  Fund  for  apportionment  B,  to  match  the  State  Fund,  to 
rebuild  Mont  Vernon  Street.  This  to  begin  from  Granite  Street 
to  the  corner  of  North  River  Road  and  Mont  Vernon  Road. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300.00  ($100.00  to  be  added  from  Police  Budget) 
for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  present  Police  Cruiser. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4200.00  to  extend  the  town  water  on  Mont  Vernon 
Road  for  a  distance  of  800  feet,  as  a  Guaranteed  Water  Exten- 
sion, and  that  in  the  case  of  Jones  and  Whiting,  Inc.  an  eight 
(8)  inch  in  diameter  connection  be  laid  so  that  the  latter  com- 
pany is  in  a  position  to  connect  at  a  later  date  for  sprinkler 
system.    (By  Petition) 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  making  necessary  im- 
provements and  purchasing  new  equipment  for  the  Banquet 
Hall  kitchen.    (By  request  Union  Church  Fair  Committee). 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  Seven  Hundred  Ninety  Five  ($795.00)  Dollars  to 
install  Fire  Detecting  and  Alarm  System  in  all  areas  occupied 
by  the  Fire  Department.    (By  Firewards) 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Firewards  to  use  the  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  old  ladder 
truck  ($225.00  now  held  in  escrow)  as  part  of  the  purchase 
price  of  a  Two-Way  Radio  to  be  installed  in  the  new  ladder 
truck.    (By  Firewards) 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  use  of 
the  Town  Hall  for  the  use  of  Spartan  Junior  Drum  Corps  to 
hold  their  rehearsals  in  said  hall  free  of  charge.    (By  Petition) 

17.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  authorizing 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  use  their  discretion  in  allowing  or- 
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ganized  school  age   groups  under  supervision  the  use  of  the 
Town  Hall  and  Banquet  Hall. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  sign  and  execute  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  releasing 
the  right-of-way  of  the  Town  of  Milford  over  a  parcel  of  land 
owned  by  Victor  C.  Smith  extending  from  the  northerly  line  of 
what  was  formerly  Route  13  leading  from  Milford  to  Brookline 
and  bounded  on  the  west  by  a  stonewall  and  other  land  of  the 
Town  of  Milford.  The  land  over  which  said  right-of-way  exists 
being  bounded  as  follows:  Beginning  at  an  iron  pipe  in  a  stone 
in  a  stonewall  on  the  northerly  side  of  what  was  formerly  Route 
13  leading  from  Milford  to  Brookline,  said  point  being  the  south- 
east corner  of  land  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H.;  thence  north- 
erly by  said  stonewall  to  a  drill-hole  in  a  stone  in  said  stonewall; 
thence  westerly  by  other  land  of  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H., 
to  Great  Brook  so-called;  thence  northerly  by  said  Great  Brook 
1  rod  to  other  land  of  Victor  C.  Smith;  thence  easterly  by  land 
of  said  Smith  to  a  stonewall;  thence  continuing  easterly  1  rod  to 
other  land  of  said  Smith;  thence  southerly  by  other  land  of  said 
Smith  on  a  line  parallel  to  the  said  stonewall  to  the  northerly 
line  of  what  was  formerly  Route  13;  thence  westerly  by  said 
northerly  line  to  the  point  of  beginning.  Said  right-of-way  be- 
ing one  rod  in  width  for  its  entire  distance.  This  right-of  way 
was  conveyed  to  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H.,  by  deed  of  Victor 
C.  Smith  dated  May  1,  1933,  and  recorded  in  the  Hillsborough 
County  Registry  of  Deeds  Vol.  921,  Page  255.  Said  right-of- 
way  is  no  longer  necessary  to  the  Town  of  Milford,  N.  H.,  as 
said  Town  now. owns  land  over  which  they  can  pass  to  reach 
the  building  in  which  their  electric  pump  is  installed. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $20,000.00  to  replace  the  present  grader  with  a  new 
Road  Grader  with  snow  attachments. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $10,500.00  to  replace  the  present  grader  with  a  re- 
conditioned guaranteed  Road  Grader  with  new  snow  attach- 
ments. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $5,000.00  to  repair  the  present  Road  Grader. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  Snow  Bucket  to  be 
attached  to  the  Hough  Loader. 
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23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  request  the  State  Tax 
Commission  to  reappraise  improved  lands  and  buildings  in 
order  to  equalize  all  assessments  within  the  Town  on  a  propor- 
tional basis,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6000.00 
for  this  purpose. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $681.00  to  purchase  and  install  a  sliding  curtain  to 
replace  present  drop-curtain  for  the  Town  Hall  stage.  (By  Re- 
quest) 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $250.00  for  pads  to  cover  the  radiators  to  protect 
the  youngsters  from  injury  while  playing  basketball  in  the  Town 
Hall.    (By  Request) 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $300.00  to  improve  the  lighting  in  the  main  hall  of 
the  Town  Hall.    (By  Request) 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $4000.00  to  purchase  a  tractor,  with  attachments  — 
mower,  front  end  loader  with  gravel  bucket  and  snow  attach- 
ments. This  to  replace  the  Model  A.  International  tractor  snow 
plow  and  equipment. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $468.00  for  General  Liability  insurance  on  the  Town 
Hall,  Middle  and  School  Street  parking  lots,  Cemeteries  — 
MFGR'S  &  CONTRACTOR'S  LIABILITY  (1)  Street  and  Road 
construction,  (2)  Water  Works,  all  operations,  (3)  Sewer  Con- 
struction with  coverage  of  $10/100,0~00. 

29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3500.00  to  extend  the  6  inch  water  main  on  Chest- 
nut Street  from  the  Callahan  residence  700  feet  in  a  southerly 
direction  to  Souhegan  Street  as  part  of  the  Water  Distribution 
Program. 

30.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

Twelfth  Annual  Report 
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Public  Works  Administration 

Several  changes  occurred  within  the  Public  Works  Depart- 
ment during  the  past  year. 

The  Public  Works  Office  moved  into  the  office  formerly  oc- 
cupied by  the  Hillsboro  County  Commissioners.  This  new 
arrangement  offers  much  better  facilities  for  the  public  and  the 
office  personnel. 

Frank  Reid,  Jr.,  superintendent  since  1954,  resigned  his  posi- 
tion as  superintendent  for  employment  with  Engineer  News 
Record  of  New  York  City. 

In  September  of  1957,  the  Public  Works  superintendency 
was  offered  to  Robert  E.  Courage,  previously  employed  as  Public 
Works  accountant  for  the  past  two  and  one-half  years. 

Mrs.  Nellie  D.  Piper,  who  had  been  working  on  a  half -day 
basis,  was  given  full  time  employment. 

Since  the  new  Public  Works  superintendent  is  not  an  en- 
gineer, the  engineering  firm  of  Anderson-Nichols  and  Company 
of  Concord,  N.  H.,  has  been  retained  for  engineering  problems. 

Public  Works  activities  during  this  past  year  showed  quite 
favorably.  Several  streets  were  re-surfaced,  the  main  project 
being  Union  Street;  water  mains  and  sewer  extensions  along 
with  our  general  maintenance  program,  were  carried  out. 

Due  to  an  early  Spring,  maintenance  such  as  graveling  roads, 
cleaning  streets  and  sewers  were  more  completed  than  in  past 
years.  Some  brush  was  cut  with  a  definite  program  now  in  force. 
The  oiling  program  was  again  carried  out  as  scheduled  the  past 
year.  Several  sidewalks  were  re-built  around  the  town.  The  two 
new  trucks  voted  at  last  Town  Meeting  have  been  added  and 
have  lessened  some  of  the  heavy  repair  bills. 

It  has  become  evident  that  the  International  A-tractor  is 
now  ready  to  be  traded.  Purchased  in  1947,  it  has  since  been 
in  service,  mowing  brush  and  plowing  sidewalks.  It  now  has 
become  almost  impossible  to  obtain  parts  to  repair  it  because 
of  its  obsolescence. 

Again  in  1957,  repairs  on  the  Adams  Grader  were  very  high. 
It  is  costing  approximately  $1400.00  to  operate  this  piece  of

equipment,  per  year.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent 
that  this  piece  of  equipment  should  be  traded.  Your  Superin- 
tendent feels  that  the  Town  should  purchase  new  equipment 
rather  than  "Used"  if  possible. 

At  this  time,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Town 
officials  and  employees  for  their  cooperation  since  my  appoint- 
ment.

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Cemeteries 

A  very  heavy  work  load  was  encountered  by  the  Cemetery 
department  during  1957,  along  with  the  general  maintenance 
such  as  mowing,  grading,  raking,  and  raising  Perpetual  Care 
lots. 

The  existing  asphalt  roadways  in  Riverside  cemetery  were 
given  an  application  of  asphalt  and  sand. 

Trees  were  set  out  in  Section  D  with  the  intention  of  adding 
more  trees  each  year  until  adequate  shade  can  be  provided. 

Approximately  800  feet  of  water  lines  were  also  extended 
through  Section  B,  with  water  taps  located  along  the  various 
avenues. 

A  section  of  fence  in  North  Yard  cemetery  was  rebuilt.

Much  progress  was  made  during  this  past  year  in  straighten- 
ing the  cemetery  records  and  the  four  sets  of  records  are  now 
pretty  much  in  agreement. 

Many  favorable  comments  were  received  during  this  past 
year  that  our  cemeteries  looked  exceptionally  well. 

The  cemetery  account  ended  with  quite  a  considerable 
balance  of  $1816.35,  which  has  been  earmarked  for  1958.  This 
was  caused  by  large  bequests  and  re-investments  of  Perpetual 
Care  funds.  It  is  expected  that  income  from  Perpetual  Care 
funds  will  increase  about  $1700.00  per  year.  These  additional 
funds  will  be  used  also  to  provide  more  care  for  Perpetual  Care 
lots,  such  as  re-grading,  seeding  and  fertilizing. 

It  is  still  apparent  that  prices  being  charged  for  lots,  Per- 
petual Care  and  grading  are  not  equal  to  the  need  of  providing 
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adequate  care.   This  problem  is  being  studied  by  the  town  of- 
ficials.

Highway  Maintenance 

The  reconstruction  and  general  maintenance  of  town  roads 
and  streets  was  carried  out  as  usual.  Smith,  Beech,  Putnam, 
School,  Maple  and  Orchard  streets  received  new  surfaces  of 
asphalt  and  sand  mixes.  Whitten  road  and  Melendy  road  were 
graveled  completely  along  with  portions  of  Ponemah  Hill,  Joslin 
road  and  Osgood  road.  Graveled  roads  were  graded  several 
times  during  the  year.  Numerous  catchbasins  were  cleaned, 
particularly  along  main  thoroughfares.  Due  to  the  emergency 
repairs  to  the  stone  bridge  during  1957,  consisting  of  "pointing 
up"  masonry  work,  when  the  bridge  was  discovered  to  be  in 
very  bad  condition  (discovered  after  Town  Meeting),  the  cost 
of  repairing,  amounting  to  $1300.00,  caused  an  over-expenditure 
in  this  account. 

The  square  and  main  streets  were  swept  usually  twice  a 
week  during  the  summer  months.  However,  work  cleaning  other 
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streets  was  slight  due  to  unforeseen  expenditures  on  repairs  to 
equipment. 

Mowing  along  roadsides  was  completed  and  some  brush 
was  cut,  particularly  on  Osgood  road,  Merrimack  road  and  Po- 
nemah  Hill  road. 

Patching  roads  is  still  a  major  problem  under  highway 
maintenance.  However,  if  our  present  oiling  and  re-surfacing 
program  is  carried  on,  it  is  felt  we  will  overcome  much  of  this 
problem. 

Dust  layers  were  applied  to  graveled  roads  near  homes. 

In  1958,  a  definite  re-surfacing  program  is  planned  for  high- 
way maintenance,  mainly  a  portion  of  Savage  road.

Union  Street— 1957 

The  final  surface  was  given  to  Union  street  during  1957  con- 
sisting of  two  courses  of  asphalt  mix  giving  approximately  a 
3-inch  macadam  surface,  from  the  corner  of  Elm  street  to 
George  street. 

Bids  were  requested  for  this  work  as  they  were  for  the  first 
portion.

A  mix-in-place  surface,  1/4  gallon  of  oil  per  square  yard,  re- 
sulting in  a  3-inch  surface,  was  given  to  Melendy  road,  from 
the  corner  of  Ball  Hill  road,  southeast  .6  miles  past  the  property 
of  Paul  Melendy. 

A  seal  coating  of  oil  was  applied  to  Coburn  road  and  Ponemah 
Hill  road  and  newly  constructed  Melendy  road.    Coburn  and 
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Ponemah  Hill  roads  were  built  from  these  funds  in  1954  and 
1955. 

The  balance  of  Apportionment  A  money  was  spent  on  Ball 
Hill  road;  widening,  graveling  and  drainage,  from  the  Annand 
property  to  Young  road,  about  .3  of  a  mile.  This  portion  will 
be  surfaced  by  the  state,  similar  to  Melendy  road  in  1956,  with 
the  balance  of  the  fund  being  spent  on  the  main  hill.  It  is  plan- 
ned to  widen,  straighten,  provide  suitable  drainage  and  re-surface 
this  hill.  Under  this  program,  the  town  appropriates  only  about 
l/7th  of  the  cost  with  the  state  paying  the  balance.

Snow  Removal 

As  in  1956,  the  1957  snow  removal  budget  was  over-expend- 
ed. Snowfall  in  Milford  during  the  1957  calendar  year,  from 
January  1  to  December  31,  was  47.3  inches  as  against  139.7 
in  1956. 

Heavy  storms  occurred  during  the  early  months  of  1957, 
particularly  January  when  27.5  inches  was  received,  which  un- 
fortunately made  removal  costs  high. 

Severe  cold  weather  during  last  January  dipped  the  mercury 
to  30  below  zero,  which  resulted  in  very  hazardous  driving,  due 
to  extreme  ice  conditions,  and  large  quantities  of  salt  and  sand 
had  to  be  distributed. 

Only  4.2  inches  of  snow  fell  from  November  to  December 
1957,  which  has  lessened  any  further  over-expenditure  of  this 
account. 

Repairs  to  plows  and  other  equipment  was  again  the  big 
factor  in  snow  removal  costs.  Plowing  snow  is  the  most  destruc- 
tive type  of  work  on  equipment,  when  constant  repairs  have 
to  be  made  as  breakage  occurs. 

Your  superintendent  wishes  to  extend  to  you,  the  public, 
his  appreciation  for  your  cooperation  with  respect  to  eliminating 
all-night  parking  on  streets  during  the  snow  season. 

It  is  felt  by  the  department  that  the  men  on  snow  removal 
again  did  a  fine  job,  working  long  hours  and  under  unfavorable 
conditions,  allowing  reasonably  safe  driving  during  winter 
months.

Most  of  the  money,  this  year,  was  again  spent  caring  for 
the  trees  on  the  Common,  treating  them  for  Dutch  Elm  disease. 
By  giving  them  this  continued  spraying  and  treatment,  we  are 
saving  them.

Town  Dump 


It  is  becoming  more  evident  that  maintenance  of  the  Town 
Dump  is  becoming  a  major  problem  in  Milford. 

In  the  summer  of  1957,  during  the  long  dry  period,  strict 
fire  laws  were  imposed  and  constant  fire  watch  had  to  be  main- 
tained, resulting  in  a  considerable  over-expenditure  of  $1068.26. 

Due  to  the  increased  volume  of  dumping,  additional  funds 
will  be  needed  in  the  future  to  maintain  our  dumping  areas 
adequately. 

During  week-days,  dumping  is  handled  on  the  lower  dump, 
and  on  weekends  dumping  is  moved  to  the  upper  area 
giving  crews  time  to  burn  and  push  back  the  areas  as 
they  accumulate.  Milford  was  very  fortunate  to  be  able  to  have 
its  dump  open  during  the  fire  ban  when  many  surrounding 
towns  were  restricted  as  to  dumping  privileges.

TOWN  HALL 

Regular  maintenance  of  the  town  buildings  was  performed 
as  usual  during  the  past  year.  Several  improvements  and  emerg- 
ency repairs  were  also  made. 

The  chimney,  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  Town  Hall 
building  had  to  be  rebuilt  because  of  its  dangerous  condition. 
It.  was  necessary  to  have  a  staging  built  from  the  ground  up  to 
make  necessary  repairs.  This  work  was  performed  by  the 
Hubert  Roofing  Co.  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  for  a  sum  of  $825.00. 

The  remodeling  of  the  cell  block,  started  in  1956,  was  com- 
pleted. Cells  were  re-located  and  plumbing  and  sewerage  were 
provided,  costing  $499.30. 

A  new  asphalt  tile  floor  was  also  laid  in  the  Selectmen's  and 
Town  Clerk's  office,  with  work  being  done  by  Harold  Foote  at 
a  cost  of  $366.87. 

Other  necessary  repairs  to  the  Town  Hall  consisted  of 
plumbing  and  electrical  repairs. 

As  the  major  program  for  1958,  it  is  planned  to  continue 
with  roof  replacement  program,  along  with  work  on  zone  heat- 
ing.

West  Street  Water  Extension 

Recommended  in  the  Whitman  &  Howard  report  of  Milford 
Water  System  and  voted  at  the  1956  Town  Meeting,  1808  feet 
of  six-inch  iron  mechanical  joint  pipe  was  added  on  West  street, 
closing  the  gap  between  the  existing  mains  (from  the  Ciampa 
property  to  the  Bellew  property). 

Three  new  gates  and  two  hydrants  were  installed.  By  adding 
extra  gate  valves  it  is  now  possible  to  shut  down  various  sections 
of  West  street  without  inconveniencing  users  on  the  lines. 

By  closing  this  long-existing  gap,  water  now  feeds  through, 
from  the  Osgood  area  on  to  Elm  street,  increasing  delivery  to 
all  factory  areas.  Also,  in  the  event  of  breaks  in  the  Square  sec- 
tion, we  are  able  to  deliver  water  through  this  main  to  Elm 
street. 

In  trenching  for  the  main,  West  street  was  widened  consid- 
erably and  the  street  was  re-surfaced  and  sealed.

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Mont  Vernon  Street  Water  Extension 

Three  hundred  and  seventy  feet  of  8-inch  water  main  was 
extended  northeasterly  from  the  corner  of  North  River  road  to 
the  property  of  Raymond  Martel  on  Mont  Vernon  road.  A  new 
hydrant  was  located  at  the  end  of  this  line.  This  hydrant,  how- 
ever, is  only  temporarily  located  for  when  this  line  is  extended 
further,  this  hydrant  will  be  located  further  along  the  extension. 

Much  difficulty  was  encountered  by  Public  Works  crews 
during  trenching  for  this  extension.  Heavy  deposits  of  stone 
and  grout,  deposited  there  years  ago  when  the  road  was  built, 
had  to  be  removed  before  pipe  could  be  laid.  This  was  done 
by  blasting,  which  resulted  in  an  over-expenditure  of  $148.81. 

Trenching  for  this  extension  was  done  by  McKay  &  Wright. 
The  8-inch  tap  into  the  existing  Mont  Vernon  street  main  was 
made  by  Pennichuck  Water  Works,  Nashua,  N.  H.,  as  the  Mil- 
ford  Water  department  does  not  have  a  large  tapping  machine.

Repairs  to  Pumping  Station 

At  the  April  16,  1957  recessed  Town  Meeting,  it  was  voted 
to  rehabilitate  parts  of  the  existing  pumping  station  and  equip- 
ment. 

Proposed  work  submitted  by  Anderson  &  Nichols  Engineer- 
ing firm  as  follows: 

Sand  Filters  —  Remove  loose,  cracked  or  disintegrated  con- 
crete on  exterior  as  well  as  interior  surfaces.  Replace  deteriorat- 
ed sections  with  the  Gunite  method  which  is  a  concentration  of 
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cement  and  water  applied  under  pressure.    After  structural  re- 
pairs, apply  waterproof  masonry  paint  to  exterior. 

Clear  Well  —  This  structure  is  in  need  of  minor  repairs  most- 
ly. Remove  all  loose  concrete  from  exterior  roof  slab,  replacing 
with  the  Gunite  method.  After  structural  work  is  completed, 
apply  coating  of  tar  and  gravel  to  roof  top  and  paint  exterior 
surface  of  walls  and  coping  with  waterproof  masonry  paint. 

Standpipes  —  Prospect  Hill:  Clean  and  sandblast  interior 
walls  of  tank  and  repaint.  Clean  exterior  surfaces  and  apply 
coating  of  paint.  Mayflower  Hill:  Clean  by  wire-brushing  and 
scrape  exterior,  then  give  coating  of  paint.  The  interior  of 
this  tank  should  also  be  scraped  and  given  new  coating  of  paint. 

All  of  the  above  work  is  expected  to  be  done  this  coming 
spring  and  summer.  By  the  time  that  the  necessary  data  for 
these  repairs  were  compiled,  it  was  declared  inadvisable  from 
an  engineering  standpoint  to  do  concrete  restoration  and  paint- 
ing in  the  late  fall.  It  was  strongly  recommended  to  defer  this 
work  until  spring. 

All  of  the  above  work  can  be  completed  from  the  available 
earmarked  funds.

General 

This  department  again  as  in  the  past  years  encountered  a 
heavy  work  load  with  maintenance,  repairs  and  improvements. 

Several  new  water  main  extensions  were  completed  during 
1957  from  regular  Water  Department  funds.

Gate  valves  were  repaired  and  replaced  in  various  locations 
in  the  water  system.  Two  new  gates  were  cut  in  under  pressure 
by  the  Warren  Co.  of  Framingham,  Mass.,  at  the  corner  of 
Union  and  Garden,  and  Lincoln  and  Union  streets.  We  are  now 
able  to  control  these  areas  whenever  necessary.  Plans  are  under 
way  to  repair  and  replace  gates  in  the  Lincoln-South  and  Oak 
street  areas  during  1958. 

New  hydrants  were  added  at  O.K.  Tool,  Hendrix  Wire  & 
Cable  Co.  and  on  Ash  street.  The  latter  was  a  replacement  for 
a  faulty  hydrant. 

An  extensive  meter  repair  program  was  carried  out  which 
has  increased  sales  and  yielded  additional  revenue  of  about 
$2,000.00. 

New  equipment  added  to  the  department  included:  a  truck, 
suction  pump  and  combination  pipe  locater  and  leak  detector, 
which  have  been  a  great  help  in  our  operations.  All  units  were 
purchased  from  Water  Department  funds. 

A  major  leak  occurred  on  Maple  street  during  December  of 
1957  which  resulted  in  a  loss  of  200,000  gallons  of  water  per 
day.  As  a  result  our  highest  day  of  pumping  for  the  year  was 
in  December  rather  than  in  mid-summer. 

Several  new  services  were  added  and  replaced  during  1957. 
8  combination  sewer  and  water 
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14  water  services 
3  sewer  services 
2  sprinkler  lines 
31  water  relays   (replacing  old  lines) 
The  department  is  continuing  the  policy  of  replacing  old 
services  which  have  lead  goosenecks  and  are  under  streets  which 
are   being  re-constructed,   thus   eliminating   digging  up   streets 
newly  rebuilt  for  water  service  repairs. 

Water  Supply  and  Recommendations 

During  1957,  one  of  the  driest  years  in  history  was  en- 
countered by  the  department.  No  appreciable  rain  was  received 
from  mid-July  until  late  August.  Restrictions  were  imposed  dur- 
ing early  June  until  about  the  first  of  July,  when  heavy  rains 
were  received,  yielding  about  1M*  inches  of  rainfall,  which 
raised  Osgood  pond  11  inches,  thus  eliminating  the  need  for 
restrictions.  However,  with  constant  regulation  of  Osgood  pond 
flash-boards,  along  with  enlarging  the  make-shift  dam  at  the 
pumping  station,  we  were  able  to  hold  the  level  of  wells  and 
were  not  required  to  put  on  restrictions  during  the  rest  of  the 
dry  period. 

It  would  seem  that  Milford's  water  problem  is  a  problem  of 
quality  and  storage,  if  we  continue  with  our  existing  system. 
During  winter  months,  about  three-fourths  of  our  daily  water 
consumption  is  truly  filtered,  but  during  the  summer  when  the 
demand  is  high,  less  than  half  of  the  water  pumped  is  filtered. 
Continued  chlorination  is  what  makes  the  water  safe  to  consume. 

If  we  are  going  to  keep  our  existing  system,  many  avenues 
should  be  pursued,  such  as  re-building  Osgood  pond  dam,  addi- 
tional nitrations,  enlarging  pumping  station  dam,  and  the  pur- 
chase of  land  adjacent  to  Great  brook  and  Osgood  pond,  so 
that  the  areas  near  the  brook  could  be  fenced,  keeping  foreign 
matter  out  of  our  water  supply.  An  engineering  study  should 
be  made  of  the  foregoing  recommendations. 

It  is  sound  judgment  that  we  continue  our  current  plans  of 
adding  and  replacing  mains  in  our  distribution  system.  That 
which  should  be  connected  next  is  the  Chestnut-Souhegan  street 
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gap  (700  feet)  which  would  enable  the  flow  from  Amherst  to 
Souhegan  streets. 

Current  Water  Department  records  are  being  kept  up  to 
date  and  progress  is  being  made  to  bring  records  to  date  on 
work  prior  to  1946.

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Forest  Fires: 

Our  woodland  fire  loss  for  the  past  year  was  about  TWO 
ACRES,  which  is  the  lowest  in  the  past  several  years. 

These  losses  resulting  from  large  woodland  fires  may  run 
into  several  thousand  dollars. 

Your  continued  cooperation  in  reporting  suspicious  smoke 
or  fire  immediately  is  greatly  appreciated.  We  feel  that  the  Fire 
Department  is  also  very  fortunate  in  having  the  cooperation  of 
the  home  owners  in  reporting  any  fire  immediately,  which  helps 
to  keep  the  fire  loss  at  a  minimum. 

New  Equipment: 

During  the  past  year  two  radios  were  purchased,  one  two- 
way  radio  which  was  installed  in  No.  2  truck  and  one  portable 
two-way  radio  which  may  be  used  on  any  of  the  trucks.  This 
portable  radio  has  been  used  many  times  this  year  by  the  Police 
and  Fire  Departments,  as  well  as  Public  Works. 

A  new  aerial  ladder  was  purchased.  (See  special  report 
following  this.) 

The  usual  replacement  of  some  of  the  old  2^ -inch  hose  was 
made. 

New  fluorescent  lights  have  been  installed  in  the  Fire  House. 
These  have  been  needed  for  several  years. 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  open  house  was  held  at  the 
fire  station  each  evening  from  7  to  9  P.  M.  A  public  demonstra- 
tion was  held  on  the  high  school  grounds  one  evening,  giving 
the  public  a  chance  to  see  the  new  ladder  truck  in  operation. 

Home  owners  are  again  reminded  that  ALL  oil  burner  in- 
stallations require  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Chief. 

Anyone  burning  wood  should  be  sure  to  have  the  chimney 
cleaned  at  least  once  a  year,  and  we  urge  you  to  use  caution 
before  you  have  it  cleaned  by  strangers.  Users  of  oil  in  pot  type 
or  space  heaters  should  have  them  checked  each  fall  before 
lighting.   Remember  it  could  happen  to  YOU.

FOREST  FIRE  PREVENTION  IS 
EVERYBODY'S  BUSINESS 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its  forest 
fire  problem  —  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires  being  man-caused 
and  preventable  —  a  serious  indictment  of  interest  in  our  own 
welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor.  Both  the  State  and  the  towns 
are  striving  diligently  to  effectively  meet  the  challenge  through 
education  of  the  public  to  the  threat  fire  presents  to  our  wood- 
lands; by  maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens  and 
deputy  wardens  in  every  community  and  by  providing  ample 
opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste 
materials.  Carelessness  and  perverseness,  however,  continue  to 
be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and  match- 
es from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fishermen;  care- 
less burning  of  debris  during  hazardous  periods  in  dangerous  lo- 
cations; illegal  burning;  improperly  extinguished  debris,  camp 
and  cook  fires  —  all  result  in  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption 
of  industry  and  farm  work,  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town 
and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,  the  state,  your  commun- 
ity and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR  thoughtful  and 
cooperative  effort.   The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and  avoid  all 
fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit  from

vour  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for  open  debris  fires,  home 
incinerators,  outdoor  fireplaces  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is 
instructed  to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and  type 
of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  —  are  completely  out  before  discarding  them.  Use  ash 
trays  in  automobiles. 

4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  are 
completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning  re- 
quirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and  aid 
him  to  extinguish  it. 

REMEMBER  —  the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one  which 

could  burn  YOUR  property. 
REMEMBER  —  Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  everybody's  business 

and  our  most  important  undertaking.

Upon  taking  office  as  Chief  in  May,  1957,  I  instituted  a  new 
schedule  of  hours  so  that,  for  the  first  time,  Milford  had  24  hour 
continuous  police  protection.  This  was  done  through  re-arrange- 
ment of  existing  schedules,  and  with  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men. Although  the  town  now  has  better  coverage  than  before, 
there  was  no  additional  cost. 

Numerous  other  changes  and  improvements  have  been  made 
during  the  year. 

RENOVATION 

The  interior  of  the  police  station  was  completely  renovated. 
Furniture  was  re-arranged  for  better  efficiency,  and  the  walls 
were  painted.  A  new  filing  system  was  developed  so  that  we 
now  have  cross-filings  by  name,  crime,  fingerprints,  aliases  and 
''mugs"  or  photographs. 
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POLICE  ASSOCIATION 

A  big  asset  to  the  department  has  been  the  Milford  Police 
Association  which  was  formed  during  the  year.  Members  are 
the  regular  and  special  policemen,  and  auxiliary  police.  Purpose 
of  the  association  is  to  improve  the  effectiveness  of  the  depart- 
ment, through  equipment  and  procedure;  also  civic  betterment. 

This  group  was  instrumental  in  forming  the  Milford  Com- 
munity Athletic  Association  which  now  is  one  of  the  sponsors  of 
the  Biddy  basketball  league.  Other  such  activities  will  be  spon- 
sored in  the  future,  aiding  juveniles  particularly. 

PHOTO  LAB 

The  Police  Association  was  also  responsible  for  our  new 
Photo  Lab.  A  former  coal  storage  room  in  the  basement  of  the 
town  hall  was  cleaned  out  and  made  over  into  a  modern  photo- 
graphic laboratory.  All  this  was  done  with  volunteer  help  from 
a  plumber  and  a  carpenter,  plus  members  of  the  association, 
who  not  only  worked  but  paid  for  materials  themselves. 

The  Keyes  Fund  then  provided  the  department  with  all  the 
photographic  equipment  needed  to  make  the  lab  complete.  This 
lab  and  our  cameras  have  already  proved  their  usefulness. 

TRAINING  COURSES 

In  January,  all  members  of  the  department  attended  a  three 
months  police  school  at  Nashua  sponsored  by  the  Hillsboro 
County  Law  Enforcement  Association. 

In  May,  Charles  Ethridge,  Jr.,  became  a  member  of  the  de- 
partment. He  resides  on  Union  street,  is  married  and  has  one 
child.   He  was  previously  employed  at  Sprague  and  Carleton. 

In  June,  we  received  the  new  police  cruiser  which  the  March 
town  meeting  had  authorized.  It  is  doing  a  very  fine  job.  Dur- 
ing the  year  we  added  some  necessary  lights  to  it. 

In  September,  four  members  of  the  department,  Duane  B. 
Rockwell,  Charles  Ethridge,  Jr.,  Fred  Luongo  and  Arthur  Le- 
may,  took  a  course  in  Photography  and  Fingerprinting  at  the 
Nashua  Police  station.  This  has  greatly  improved  our  ability 
to  use  our  new  equipment,  and  is  another  aid  to  the  town. 

In  October,  Officer  Charles  Ethridge  attended  a  two-week 
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course  at  the  "Rookie  Police"  school  at  Nashua,  sponsored  by 
the  N.  H.  Police  Chiefs  Association. 

METERS 
In  order  to  improve  collection  of  parking  meter  fines  we  did 
two  things:  (1)  set  up  a  collection  box  on  the  railing  outside 
the  police  station  and  (2)  issued  new  red  envelope  tags  to  con- 
tain the  half  dollar  fine.  This  can  be  dropped  at  the  station, 
in  the  collection  box,  or  mailed. 

POLICE  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  past  year  there  were  144  motor  vehicle  accidents 
in  Milford,  and  17  persons  were  injured.  Fortunately,  we  had 
no  fatalities. 

Most  accidents  are  caused  by  carelessness,  and  we  cannot 
impress  too  strongly  the  need  for  caution  and  good  judgment 
in  operating  a  motor  vehicle. 

The  Auxiliary  Police,  under  their  chief,  Angelo  Bernasconi, 
have  been  very  useful  to  the  department  on  many  occasions 
such  as  parades,  Hallowe'en  and  during  heavy  traffic  such  as  at 
Christmas  time. 

Another  group  helping  the  police  is  the  School  Traffic  Patrol 
which  is  on  duty  at  crossings  before  school,  at  noontime,  and 
after  school,  protecting  our  school  children.  It  is  gratifying  to 
note  that  during  the  past  11  years  no  accidents  have  occurred 
while  the  Safety  Patrol  was  on  duty  at  school  crossings. 

There  are  385  bicycles  licensed,  in  accordance  with  the  town 
regulation.  Possibly  there  are  bicycles  not  licensed,  and  their 
owners  should  report  to  the  police  for  licensing  at  once. 

JUVENILE  PROBLEMS 

During  the  past  year  28  juveniles  were  questioned  in  con- 
nection with  offenses  committed.  Two  cases  required  Juvenile 
Court  procedure.  The  others  were  involved  in  less  serious 
offenses. 

We,  in  Milford,  are  very  fortunate  and  can  truthfully  say 
that  we  do  not  have  a  juvenile  delinquency  problem.  The  po- 
tential is  always  there  but  your  Police  Department  has  found 
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that  in  all  cases,  where  the  police  have  been  called  in  to  investi- 
gate a  juvenile  problem,  they  have  received  the  full  cooperation 
of  the  parents,  clergymen  and  school  authorities  and  this  co- 
operation has  meant  the  difference  between  rehabilitation  for 
the  youngster  or  a  juvenile  delinquent.  Many  hours  have  been 
spent  with  juveniles  who  have  committed  minor  offenses  or  have 
had  problems  at  home  or  at  school.  This  time  has  been  well 
spent  because  in  most  cases  the  problem  was  solved  and  the 
juvenile  found  that  the  policemen  was  a  friend.

Your  Board  of  Selectmen  reluctantly  accepted  the  resignation 
of  David  Deans,  Jr.,  as  director.  Mr.  Deans  had  entered  his 
seventh  year  as  director  and  certainly  deserves  a  "thank  you" 
from  all  of  us  for  serving  so  long  and  so  well  in  this  capacity. 

Charles  P.  Hayward  was  appointed  director  with  Malcolm 
M.  Carter  acting  as  co-director. 

Your  directors  have  attended  training  meetings  in  Nashua 
and  Manchester  and  Milford  was  host  for  one  of  the  regional 
meetings  held  here  in  town. 

An  inventory  of  available  living  quarters  for  emergency  use 
was  made  along  with  the  regular  poll  and  dog  census  in  April 
at  the  direction  of  Director  Hayward. 

We  have  held  several  local  meetings  and  it  is  disappointing 
to  see  the  lack  of  interest  in  Civil  Defense.  However,  we  are 
pleased  to  report  that  under  the  leadership  of  Chief  Duane 
Rockwell,  Auxiliary  Police  Chief  Angelo  Bernasconi  has  been 
able  to  create  new  interest  in  the  auxiliary  force  and  has  several 
new  members.  This  auxiliary  force  was  of  great  help  in  handling 
the  heavy  Christmas  shopping  traffic  and  served  for  many  hours 
without  pay. 

To  be  better  prepared  for  any  emergency  arising  in  our 
immediate  area  we  have  joined  the  Souhegan  Valley  Radio 
League  which  is  made  up  of  Civil  Defense,  police  and  firefight- 
ing  personnel.  The  league  meetings  are  largely  devoted  to  dis- 
cussing how  to  use  our  mutual  aid  radio  hookup  more  efficiently. 
Our  mutual  air  circuit  radios,  all  operating  on  the  same  fre- 
quency, now  include  Wilton,  Amherst,  Hollis,  Greenville,  Brook- 
line  and  Mason.  This  means  that  our  police  cruiser  or  our  base 
station  can  communicate  directly  with  any  one  of  these  other 
towns  via  radio. 
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Milford  has  participated  in  all  state  and  federal  alerts.  At 
this  time  we  would  like  to  thank  the  public  in  general  for  their 
very  fine  cooperation  during  every  one  of  these  alerts.  Special 
drills  have  been  held  at  the  schools  and  our  thanks  to  Superin- 
tendent Harold  C.  Bowley,  Principal  George  H.  Corson  and 
Principal  Fred  J.  Wilkinson  for  their  cooperation  and  helpful 
advice.

Report  of  Librarian 


1957 


Your  library  cannot  boast  of  anything,  in  1957,  as  startling 
as  the  launching  of  a  Sputnik,  new  experiments  in  atomic 
energy  or  a  flight  into  outer  space  but  neither  has  it  been  idle. 
It  has  been  a  year  of  new  services  and  projects  which,  we  hope, 
have  brought  added  satisfaction  to  the  young  and  adult  of 
Milford. 

The  circulation  has  increased  with  gratifying  rapidity.  A 
total  of  40,257  books  was  circulated  in  1957.  This  represents 
an  increase  of  3,703  over  that  of  1956. 

The  book  collection  was  swelled  by  619  new  volumes,  38 
of  which  were  gifts  presented  to  the  library  by  the  following: 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Lincoln,  Mrs.  J.  Philbrick,  Mr.  W.  Wood,  Mrs. 
N.  Gibson  and  friends,  Mrs.  T.  W.  Eastwood,  Mrs.  A.  Hunter, 
Mrs.  L.  P.  Ecklund,  Mrs.  L.  Grant,  Miss  Jennie  Dixon,  Mrs. 
Day,  Mr.  J.  McLane,  Dr.  A.  G.  Law,  the  McLeod  sisters,  the 
Milford  Woman's  Club,  the  Milford  Girl  Scout  Association  and 
the  Milford  Garden  Club. 

Two  outstanding  projects  undertaken  during  the  year  were: 
Bookmobile  Service  to  Rest  Homes  in  Milford  and  the  making 
of  a  booklet  on  New  Hampshire  for  the  4th  Grades. 
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Early  in  1957,  a  committee  from  the  Rebekah  Lodge  ap- 
proached us  about  assisting  with  some  civic  project.  The  sug- 
gestion was  that  of  delivering  books  to  the  people  in  different 
Homes  in  Milford.  Since  this  was  a  service  which  the  library 
had  started,  in  a  small  way,  it  met  with  our  wholehearted  ap- 
proval. So  this  committee,  under  the  supervision  of  Mrs.  David 
Deans,  Jr.,  set  up  a  program  for  taking  collections  of  books  to 
the  Home  for  Aged  and  other  Homes  every  two  weeks.  The 
librarians  make  the  selections  and  the  books  are  delivered  by 
lodge  members.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  all  who  have  given 
of  their  time  and  transportation  to  this  project. 

The  4th  grades  in  Milford  study  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire but  there  is  a  lack  of  material  on  this  subject  for  that  age. 
This  has  been  a  problem  at  the  library  for  a  long  time.  In 
answer  to  our  pleas  for  some  added  source  of  information,  Mrs. 
Alberta  Hagar  came  to  the  rescue.  She  volunteered  to  compile 
something  from  her  knowledge  of  the  subject.  She  wrote  the 
text  while  Sherman  Barnes  drew  a  picture  for  the  cover  and 
the  library  staff  did  the  work  of  cutting  stencils  and  running 
them  off  at  school.  We  were  assisted  by  Miss  Alicia  Amadio, 
our  Page,  and  the  teachers  in  the  Commercial  Class  at  school. 
We  wish  to  say  "thank  you"  to  these  helpful  citizens.  This 
booklet,  "Hagar's  New  Hampshire,"  is  for  library  use  and  not 
for  sale. 

Adult  Arts  and  Crafts  Week  was  again  an  enjoyable  affair 
this  year  and  one  which  showed  an  unusual  variety  and  high 
quality  of  work  exhibited. 

A  list  of  books  for  varied  readers  is  compiled  for  use  in  the 
Grange  and  books  are  distributed  by  one  of  the  members. 

We  want  to  emphasize  the  service  we  have  with  the  N.  H. 
State  Library.  Books  not  available  from  this  library  may,  in 
most  cases,  be  borrowed  from  there  or  some  other  library  so 
we  almost  never  need  to  say  "no"  to  a  request.  People  in  Mil- 
ford only  need  to  make  their  wishes  known. 

Work  with  the  schools  has  continued  to  grow  which  is  evi- 
dent in  the  added  circulation.  Again  this  year  Junior  Art  Week 
was  a  part  of  the  spring  program  which  revealed  new  young 
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people  with  talent.  The  Summer  Reading  Club,  known  as  The 
Bookship  to  the  Moon  Reading  Club,  was  most  successful.  Class- 
room collections  of  books  have  been  requested  by  the  teachers 
more  than  ever  before.  The  children  of  the  4th  grades  visited 
the  library  to  see  the  Turner  collection  of  arrow  heads  and 
Indian  implements  and  the  kindergartens  of  the  town  were  en- 
tertained. Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  with  the  cus- 
tomary interest  and  excitement.  The  children's  circulation  fol- 
lowing that  week  reached  an  all-time  high. 

Many  exhibits  have  been  arranged  for  the  interest  and  ben- 
efit of  our  patrons.  The  librarians  have  attended  two  meetings 
of  the  N.  H.  L.  A.  and  this  library  was  host  to  two  groups  of 
neighborhood  librarians. 

We  want  all  of  our  friends,  who  have  contributed  to  the 
library  service  during  1957,  to  know  that  we  appreciate  their 
interest. 

As  we  review  the  work  of  1957  we  do  feel  a  satisfaction  in 
the  high  circulation.  On  the  other  hand,  does  this  increase 
in  circulation  indicate  that  our  people  are  improving  in  their 
reading  habits;  are  they  reading  the  best  things?  These  are 
questions  being  asked  across  the  nation.  A  census  shows  that 
770  million  books  were  published  in  one  year  but  of  this  high 
figure  we  wonder  how  many  were  of  high  quality? 

These  are  things  we  want  our  borrowers  to  think  of  in  1958 
and  we  hope  that  they  will  continue  to  read  but  improve  as 
we  hope  to  improve  and  advance  in  new  and  better  Library 
Service  for  Milford. 

I  am  grateful  to  the  Trustees  and  my  staff  for  their  under- 
standing and  cooperation  through  the  past  year.

Library  Trustees 

The  actual  operation  of  the  library  is  described  in  the  report 
of  the  librarian.  Circulation  totalled  40,257  books  in  1957,  an 
increase  over  the  year  before,  and  we  believe  an  all-time  record 
for  Milford. 

Edward  Mitchell,  library  custodian  since  the  present  build- 
ing was  built,  died  last  fall.  His  loyalty  and  interest  in  the 
library  made  his  death  a  real  loss,  not  only  to  the  library  but 
to  the  town  and  community. 

Three  special  funds  are  of  particular  interest: 

The  library  will  receive  the  income  from  a  bequest  of  the 
late  Julian  Tarbell,  estimated  at  perhaps  $175.00  per  year,  for 
flowers  to  beautify  the  library  lawn.  Whatever  landscaping  may 
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be  done  should  be  the  result  of  a  careful  plan,  and  we  want  to 
get  expert  advice  before  starting  to  spend  the  money. 

It  seems  likely  that  the  library  will  get  the  income  from  a 
bequest  of  the  late  Paul  H.  Hutchinson  of  Fowler,  California. 
If  so,  this  should  substantially  reduce  the  amount  the  library 
must  ask  the  town  to  appropriate  each  year.  We  have  no  right 
to  count  on  this  money,  however,  as  its  disposition  will  depend 
on  a  vote  of  the  town  meeting. 

Gifts  from  the  family  of  the  late  Charles  S.  Emerson  are 
being  received  by  a  trust  fund  in  his  memory,  the  income  of 
which  is  to  be  used  for  library  books. 

Such  contributions  and  bequests  are  deeply  appreciated  by 
the  trustees,  and  promise  to  be  of  enduring  value  to  the  people 
of  Milford. 

The  library  is  for  your  pleasure  and  use.  We  and  the  library 
staff  urge  you  to  take  advantage  of  its  facilities.

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Fire  Truck  Committee 

The  committee  travelled  to  the  communities  of  Dover,  Som- 
ersworth,  Sanford,  Me.,  Rochester,  and  Concord  in  order  to  see 
the  various  kinds  of  aerial  ladders  and  to  observe  their  opera- 
tion. 

We  held  several  meetings  and  after  a  great  deal  of  com- 
parison and  discussion  it  was  decided  to  purchase  an  American 
LaFrance  65-foot  aerial  ladder  with  212  feet  of  ground  ladders 
and  booster  equipment.  An  order  was  placed  with  American 
LaFrance  Fomite  Corporation  of  Elmira,  N.  Y.,  on  April  15, 
1957  for  a  Model  4-65J  Aerial  Ladder  and  auxiliary  equipment 
at  a  price  of  $31,948. 

The  truck  arrived  on  July  25  and  was  accepted  a  week  later 
after  members  of  the  department  had  been  instructed  in  its  op- 
eration by  a  company  engineer. 

The  old  ladder  truck  was  retired  and  offered  for  bid.  The 
high  bidder  offered  $225.50  which  was  placed  in  escrow  until 
further  action.  We  recommend  that  this  committee  be  dis- 
charged.

MARCH  12,   1957 

In  accordance  with  the  Town  Meeting  Warrant  polls  were  opened 
for  voting  at  2  o'clock  P.  M.  by  the  Moderator,  Rodney  C.  Woodman. 

Election  officers  present:  Donald  C.  Bruce,  Town  Clerk;  Super- 
visors of  the  Checklist,  Mario  Bianchi,  Harold  O'Neil  and  William 
Medlyn;  Ballot  Clerks,  Mrs.  Hazel  Adams,  Mrs.  Flora  Doucet 
and  Mrs.  Catherine  Richardson.  Margaret  Ansaldo  was  sworn 
to  the  faithful  performance  of  her  duties  as  a  Ballot  Clerk  by  the 
Moderator  before  the  start  of  the  meeting. 

First  Voter,  Mrs.  Gladys  Gile.  Motion  by  Harold  O'Neil  to  close 
polls  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.  was  seconded  and  voted. 

Prior  to  the  business  meeting,  David  Deans,  Jr.  was  sworn  in 
as  Assistant  Moderator  to  preside  at  the  ballot  box  and  Mrs.  Evelyn 
Hasen  was  sworn  in  as  Assistant  to  Town  Clerk,  by  the  Moderator. 

Business  meeting  was  opened  at  6:35  P.  M.  with  the  reading  of 
the  Warrant  by  the  Moderator.

It  was  voted  not  to  raise  the  sum  of  $300.00  to 
lower  the  grade  of  the  existing  sidewalk  in  front  of  the  White 
Elephant  Shop  and  a  portion  of  the  property  of  Joseph  Fogliani 
on  Nashua  Street. 

Article  22.  Upon  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Committee 
it  was  moved  and  voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,000.00  to  be  used  to  paint  the  exterior  of  the  Town  Hall 
wherever  needed. 

Article  23.  Mr.  Raymond  Dyer:  I  think  the  word  "aerial" 
scares  everyone.  This  truck  is  the  same  wheel  base  as  the  two 
trucks  we  have  and  the  same  length  as  the  present  ladder  truck. 
This  present  truck  is  27  years  old.  The  truck's  ladders  are  27  years 
old  and  one  of  them  is  patched.  This  present  truck  we  have  will 
take  eight  to  ten  men  to  raise  a  50  foot  ladder.  Takes  eight  men 
to  put  it  up,  and  to  know  what  they  are  doing  to  bring  it  down  and 
to  move  it.  The  aerial  extension  ladder  is  in  three  pieces.  Don't 
have  to  put  up  the  65  foot  length.  The  present  ladder  won't  raise 
to  the  roof  of  my  building.  We  have  had  plenty  of  trouble  with  the 
whole  ladder  over  the  past  year.  Strongly  recommend  we  accept 
this  article  and  extend  payments  over  five  or  six  years  rather  than 
one  lump  sum. 

Mr.  Robert  Philbrick:  Financing  a  truck  over  a  six  year  period 
brings  in  interest  payments.  How  much  interest  will  we  have  to 
pay? 

Mr.  Paul  Rizzi:  Cost  of  $32,500.00  at  two  and  one  half  percent 
equals  $812.50  per  year  reduced  by  amortization  payments  about 
$135.00  less  each  year.  On  recommendation  of  the  Budget  Com- 
mittee voting  by  ballot  with  checklist  used.  It  was  moved  and  voted 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $32,500.00  to  purchase  a  new 
65  foot  Aerial  Ladder  Truck  of  Standard  make  to  replace  the 
present  GMC  Providence  Ladder  Truck  which  is  27  years  old.

Article  24.  It  was  moved  and  voted  unanimously  upon  recom- 
mendation of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  lay  this  Article  on  the 
Table  for  one  year.

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Synopsis  of  Recessed  Town  Meeting 

APRIL  16,  1957 

The  recessed  meeting  of  our  regular  Town  Meeting  was  called 
to  order  by  the  Moderator,  Rodney  C.  Woodman,  at  8:00  P.  M. 

MODERATOR:  At  our  regular  meeting  we  voted  on  Article  27, 
"to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  appropriate  tests  on  the  pro- 
posed gravel-packed  wells  sites  at  the  rear  of  the  Milford  Motor 
Garage  on  Mont  Vernon  Street  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Savage 
Farm  on  Elm  Street."  That  Article  was  voted  unanimously  and  it  was 
voted  to  recess  until  April  16th,  the  purpose  being  to  get  a  report 
from  the  Water  Committee  on  those  wells  which  would  be  tested 
and  also  to  decide  what  we  are  going  to  do  for  a  water  system.  This 
meeting,  I  hope,  will  be  orderly  —  we  have  come  here  to  learn. 

Mr.  Charles  P.  Hayward,  Chairman  of  the  Special  Water  Com- 
mittee, introduced  Mr.  William  Whipple,  Clerk  of  the  same  commit- 
tee, who  read  the  following  Report  to  the  Citizens  of  Milford,  N.  H. 
by  the  Special  Water  Committee. 

MR.  WILLIAM  WHIPPLE:  The  members  of  your  committee 
fully  realizing  that  it  is  their  duty  to  present  a  careful  recommenda- 
tion as  to  Milford's  future  water  supply  for  your  consideration  at  the 
adjourned  Town  Meeting  that  is  to  be  held  on  Tuesday  evening, 
April  16,  1957,  have  by  every  power  at  our  command,  looked  into 
and  studied  every  possible  angle  that  nine  interested  citizens  could 
conceive. 

The  somewhat  lengthy  report  printed  in  the  1956  Town  Report 
gives  you  quite  a  detailed  history  of  our  doings;  however,  actually  it 
could  only  portray  a  small  part  of  the  many  angles  of  this  search  for 
water  which  have  been  very  thoroughly  looked  into. 

Right  from  the  start  there  appeared  two  possibilities,  a  supply 
which  could  take  care  of  Milford's  wants  for  a  long  period  of  time, 
but  the  more  costly,  or  to  find  some  spot  nearby  a  large  main  where 
water  could  be  easily  secured  and  at  very  much  less  cost. 

We  first  had  to  know  how  much  water  was  needed  to  be  sure 
that  we  would  have  enough  to  carry  us  through  a  dry  period  and  we 
agreed  on  one  million  gallons  per  day.  We  knew  from  the  extensive 
and  thorough  study  by  Whitman  &  Howard  that  we  had  a  reservoir 
site  which  would  deliver  a  minimum  of  two  million  gallons  per  day 
and  a  well  site  of  at  least  one  million  gallons  per  day.  However,  as 
both  of  these  were  quite  costly  and  of  a  considerable  distance  from 
existing  large  water  mains,  we  agreed  to  search  for  a  location  nearby 
a  large  main  and  thereby  hoped  to  find  additional  water  at  a  lower 
cost. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  last  March  we  asked  for  money  to  test  a 
promising  well  near  the  river  on  property  owned  by  the  Milford  Mo- 
tor Company  and  realizing  that  this  well  would  only  take  care  of  our 
needs  in  conjunction  with  the  present  filtering  plant,  we  agreed  that 
it  was  advisable  to  test  one  of  the  sites  on  the  Arthur  Savage  farm. 

The  results  of  these  tests  showed  that  each  well  would  deliver  a 
minimum  of  about  350   gallons   of  water  per  minute,   each  having 
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enough  water  to  have  them  developed,  but  the  one  near  our  mains 
at  the  rear  of  the  Milford  Motor  Company  was  not  approved  by  the 
State  because  of  it  being  recharged  from  the  river. 

As  this  well  was  at  the  only  site  available  near  our  large  mains 
it  left  us  with  the  original  propositions  in  the  Whitman  &  Howard 
report. 

In  reaching  our  decision  your  committee  considered  the  well  yield 
first.  The  well  tested  here  showed  that  we  could  secure  the  one  mil- 
lion gallons  required  without  iron  and  that  we  would  be  able  to 
expand  it  as  the  future  required  to  four  wells  capable  of  delivering 
two  million  gallons  of  water  per  day. 

One  well  was  first  considered  by  the  committee  with  the  idea 
that  it  could  be  pumped  directly  into  the  existing  main  and  be  used 
in  conjunction  with  our  present  plant  to  the  extent  that  the  present 
plant  could  properly  filter  the  water,  but  due  to  the  small  main  and 
resulting  high  pressure  was  rejected  by  the  committee. 

To  accept  a  suitable  minimum  amount  of  water  from  this  loca- 
tion the  committee  found  that  a  new  12-inch  pipe  line  would  be  nec- 
essary. 

So  long  as  the  larger  pipe  line  was  necessary  the  committee  de- 
cided that  two  wells  at  this  location  would  be  a  far  better  proposition 
than  repairing  the  present  filtering  plant  together  with  the  expense 
of  operating  it. 

The  initial  cost  for  these  two  wells,  pipe  line,  etc.  is  $210,000 
not  including  land  damage,  and  is  broken  down  as  follows:  2  wells, 
including  well  houses  and  equipment,  $88,000;  pipe  line  $116,000; 
engineering,  supervision,  etc.  $6,000.  This  does  not  include  land  dam- 
age or  take  into  consideration  comparatively  high  operating  and 
maintenance  costs  or  possible  future  replacements,  larger  standpipes 
or  additional  wells  and  that  unquestionably  this  is  only  planning  for 
the  immediate  future. 

The  reservoir  remains  approximately  the  same  as  presented  at 
the  Public  Hearing  prior  to  the  March  Town  Meeting  and  is  definite- 
ly a  plan  for  a  considerable  period  into  the  future,  with  an  abundance 
of  water  so  that  Milford  may  be  sure  of  a  plentiful  supply  for  many 
years.  Here  the  initial  cost  is  greater,  $400,000,  not  including  land 
damage,  but  with  low  operating  and  maintenance  costs. 

When  your  committee  considered  the  two  propositions,  one 
against  the  other,  we  voted,  seven  to  two,  to  recommend  the  reser- 
voir for  it  appeared  to  the  majority  very  strongly  that  in  the  reservoir 
we  were  sure  of  an  average  daily  supply  of  two  million  gallons  per 
day  at  an  initial  cost  of  about  twice  that  of  the  two  wells  which  will 
only  produce  one  million  gallons  of  water  per  day.  That  by  financ- 
ing the  reservoir  over  a  longer  period  the  yearly  cost  to  a  Milford 
citizen  will  be  at  the  most  only  slightly  higher  than  the  wells.  That 
with  the  reservoir,  as  the  principal  is  paid  off,  the  yearly  costs  tend 
to  lessen,  but  with  the  wells  operating  and  maintenance  costs  tend  to 
remain  high. 

Perhaps  not  often  considered  by  many,  yet  the  fact  remains  that 
an  abundance  of  gravity-fed  water  can  be  sold  cheaply  to  large  in- 
dustrial users,  whereas  pumped  water  cannot,  and  this  is  a  big  induce- 
ment for  industry  to  locate  here.  At  the  same  time  that  it  helps  the 
industrial  user  it  also  tends  to  lower  the  cost  to  the  individual  home- 
owner. 

It  has  taken  all  nine  of  us  many  long  hours  of  study,  of  discussion 
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and  decision,  many  miles  of  travel  for  some,  but  we  have  gladly  done 
so  because  each  one  of  us  has  honestly  seen  the  great  need  for  plenty 
of  good  water  and  have  honestly  desired  to  give  you  a  recommenda- 
tion which  would  be  understandable,  correct  and  the  best  for  our 
town. 

The  majority  recommendation  is  to  build  the  reservoir  and  to 
vote  for  Article  29  of  the  Town  Warrant.

MR.  HAYWARD:  I  would  like  to  go  into  this  in  a  little  more 
detail.  I  would  like  to  explain  a  little  about  the  well  in  back  of  the 
Milford  Motor  Company.  You  know,  without  doubt,  we  asked  for 
$1,500  to  test  well,  at  Town  Meeting.  At  the  first  meeting  we  held  a 
year  ago  we  had  the  Head  of  the  State  Department  of  Health  present. 
At  tiiat  time  he  stated  that  it  was  immaterial  where  we  got  water  so 
long  as  it  was  safe  water.  At  no  time  was  there  any  indication  that 
they  wouldn't  approve  that  well  if  water  tested  all  right.  Their  deci- 
sion was  based  on  the  recovery  within  the  observation  wells. 

On  the  Reservoir:  —  is  there  water  up  there?  We  can  only  go  by 
what  the  engineers  say.  The  engineers  use  figures  on  so  much  water 
per  square  mile  of  run-off.  Reservoir  should  hold  500,000,000  gallons 
of  water. 

We  have  at  the  meeting  here  tonight  Mr.  Paul  Howard,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  firm  of  Whitman  and  Howard.  This  could  and  should  be 
something  like  a  hearing  —  you  folks  start  the  questions  and  this 
Committee  with  the  help  of  the  Engineers  will  answer. 

I  should  like  to  present  a  Resolution  and  move  its  adoption. 

BE  IT  RESOLVED:  That  Articles  28,  29,  30  and  31  be  consid- 
ered and  discussed  collectively  and  not  in  numerical  order. 

MODERATOR:  Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $52,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a 
new  gravel-packed  well,  complete  with  well,  buildings,  piping  and 
necessary  land  damages,  together  with  necessary  repairs  to  the  exist- 
ing Filter  plant  in  Pumping  Station  to  return  it  to  its  designed  capaci- 
ty of  250,000  gallons  per  day.

$450,000.  Such  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  38,  Section  11,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Anno- 
tated and  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended 
by  Chapter  329  of  the  laws  of  1955. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $120,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  gravel- 
packed  well,  distribution  mains,  necessary  buildings,  land  damage 
and  standpipe  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  Credit  of  the  Town,  the  aforesaid 
$120,000.    Such  indebtedness  to  be  incurred  in  accordance  with  the 
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provisions  of  Chapter  38,  Section  11,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Anno- 
tated and  Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended 
by  Chapter  329  of  the  laws  of  1955. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropri- 
ate the  sum  of  $145,000  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  the  present 
Water  Distribution  in  any  or  all  of  the  following  locations: 

1.  Nashua  Street  $63,000 

2.  Souhegan  St.,  Chestnut  St.,  Amherst  St.  12,700 

3.  Dearborn  St.,  North  St.,  Amherst  St.  21,800 

4.  Union  Street  17,200 

5.  West  St.,  Spaulding  St.  20,000 

6.  West  St.,     (2,000-ft.  gap  between 

Spaulding  St.  and  Osgood  Road)  10,400 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
to  borrow  on  the  Credit  of  the  Town,  the  aforesaid  $145,000.  Such 
indebtedness  to  be  incurred  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  38,  Section  11,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and  Chap- 
ter 33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  Amended  by  Chapter  329 
of  the  laws  of  1955. 

You  have  heard  the  Resolution  as  presented,  are  you  ready  for 
the  question? 

Those  in  Favor?  Those  Opposed?  Ayes  have  it.  Vote  is  Unani- 
mous. 

It  was  voted  to  adopt  the  Resolution  as  presented. 

MR.  LOUIS  KREGOS:  The  Minority  Members  of  the  Commit- 
tee would  wish  to  read  their  report. 

MODERATOR:  You  have  the  permission  of  the  meeting. 

MR.  JOSEPH  SILVA:  A  report  to  the  citizens  of  Milford,  N.  H. 
by  the  minority  of  the  Special  Water  Committee: 

As  the  minority  group  of  this  Special  Water  Committee,  we  feel 
it  to  be  very  important  to  bring  before  you  our  reasons  for  not  vot- 
ing with  the  majority  of  this  Committee. 

We  agree  with  the  majority  report  in  so  far  as  the  many  hours 
of  time  that  have  been  spent  in  the  meetings  regarding  Milford's 
Water  Problems.  As  stated  in  our  communication  to  the  last  issue  of 
the  Milford  Cabinet,  long  and  arduous  study  and  investigations  have 
convinced  us  that  we  do  not  need  the  elaborate  costly  project  sug- 
gested in  the  Reservoir  Program. 

In  spite  of  the  many  tedious  hours  spent  in  committee  meetings 
considerable  confusion  has  existed  within  the  committee  because  of 
the  many  intangibles  that  exist.  Among  these  may  be  listed  such 
items  as  water  consumption,  population  growth,  costs,  land  damages, 
litigations,  portability  of  water,  operating  costs,  reservoir  maintenance 
and  policing,  water  rights,  tax  rates  and  water  rates  to  the  individual 
consumers. 

This  confusion  was  made  greater  by  the  rejection  of  the  Milford 
Motor  Company  well  site,  by  the  State  Department  of  Health  after 
completion  of  what  appeared  to  be  a  satisfactory  eight-day  test.  This 
information  reached  the  Committee  a  day  or  two  prior  to  the  last 
publication  of  the  Milford  Cabinet  that  would  be  available  to  the 
taxpayers  before  the  April  16th  meeting.    It  was  necessary  for  the 
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Committee  to  roach  a  decision  and  prepare  a  report  for  publication 
in  this  issue  of  the  paper.  Therefore  a  rapid  decision  had  to  be 
reached,  and  it  is  our  considered  opinion  that  neither  sufficient  time, 
study  or  consideration  were  given  to  the  use  of  the  Savage  wells. 

However,  the  facts  available  on  this  site  show  that  we  can  se- 
cure gallonage  in  excess  of  the  estimated  long  term  requirements 
"without  iron,  and  that  we  would  be  able  to  expand  it  as  the  future 
required  to  four  wells  capable  of  delivering  two  million  gallons  of 
water  per  day"  as  stated  in  the  report  presented  by  the  majority  of 
the  Committee. 

On  Saturday  morning,  April  13th,  the  Committee  met  with  the 
Budget  Committee  for  the  twofold  purpose  of  preparing  warrant 
articles  and  for  the  presentation  of  facts  to  the  Budget  Committee. 

It  is  our  understanding  that  the  alternate  proposal  to  the  reser- 
voir is  to  be  the  Arthur  Savage  wells  at  an  estimated  cost  of  $235,000. 
We  in  the  Minority  questioned  this  figure  because  the  Committee 
admitted  it  is  an  intentionally  inflated  price. 

Since  the  Saturday  morning  meeting,  we  in  the  Minority  have 
obtained  more  specific  and  accurate  costs  of  this  work. 

Regarding  the  Reservoir,  we  understand  that  Mr.  Ralph  Savage 
is  opposed  to  selling  his  farm  and  that  Mr.  Abbott  objects  to  trans- 
mission main  crossing  his  property.  Therefore  the  possibilities  of 
court  actions  and  extra  costs  are  unknown  quantities. 

Further,  the  two  million  gallons  per  day  to  be  provided  by  the 
Reservoir  is  approximately  four  times  the  daily  average  water  con- 
sumption at  the  present  time  and  approximately  three  times  as  much 
water  as  the  Town  will  need  at  the  end  of  30  years.  (See  page  74 
of  the  Town  Report.)  To  reach  784,000  gallons  a  day  at  the  end  of 
30  years,  the  Town  must  grow  to  the  7,000  population  estimated. 
Four  wells  on  the  Arthur  Savage  property  will  supply  this  estimated 
quantity  of  water  at  "safe  yield." 

Even  though  the  initial  cost  of  the  Reservoir  is  shown  to  be 
$400,000  plus  an  estimated  $50,000  for  land  damages,  it  should  be 
noted  that  this  is  the  construction  figure  to  which  must  be  added 
interest,  estimated  to  be  $244,000,  additional  land,  fencing  or 
patrolling  which  may  be  required  for  proper  protection  of  the  Reser- 
voir and  other  items  that  can  add  substantially  to  the  cost. 

Regarding  the  wells  on  the  Arthur  Savage  property  we  were  led 
to  believe  in  the  committee  meeting  that  the  land  damage  might  re- 
quire $30,000.  It  is  now  our  understanding  that  the  land  necessary 
for  the  Well  Development  will  be  available  to  the  town  at  the 
assessed  valuation. 

The  development  of  the  Well  supply  will  give  to  the  Town  of 
Mifford  a  flexible  water  system  which  can  be  added  to  if  the  need 
arises.  In  fact,  the  possibilities  range  from  a  minimum  of  operating 
this  new  supply  with  the  present  system  to  a  complete  abandonment 
of  the  present  system.  Water  will  be  available  when  needed  and  in- 
expensive expansion  programs  can  be  carried  out  when  necessary. 

Thus  it  is  not  necessary  to  support  a  program  that  is  in  great 
excess  of  our  needs  at  present  or  in  the  forseeable  future.  In  our 
opinion  adoption  of  the  Well  system  results  in  lower  initial  cost, 
lower  tax  rate,  and  smaller  increase  of  water  rate. 

Therefore,  we  as  the  Minority  group  feel  very  strongly  that  the 
answer  to  Milford's  water  problem  is  not  the  Reservoir  with  its  high 
initial  cost  and  intangibles,  but  the  Well  System  that  is  less  costly  and 
guarantees  an  adequate  supply  of  water  when  needed. 
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We  urge  all  taxpayers,  whether  or  not  they  are  town  water  con- 
sumers, to  consider  both  propositions  carefully.

Following  the  majority  and  minority  reports  of  the  committee, 
questions  were  asked  by  Andrew  Rothovius,  Paul  H.  Hutchinson, 
Robert  Philbrick,  Philip  Potter,  Louis  Kregos,  Bart  Prestipino  and 
Walter  Putnam,  pertaining  to  gravity  flows,  land  damage,  pressure 
from  the  reservoir,  overall  costs  of  reservoir  including  interest,  filter- 
ing of  water  from  reservoir,  cost  overall  in  comparison  with  well  on 
Savage  Farm,  Elm  Street.  Answered  by  Roger  Diskin  and  Paul  How- 
ard from  the  firm  of  Whitman  &  Howard,  Charles  P.  Hayward,  Chair- 
man of  the  Committee,  and  Frank  Reid,  Jr.,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Works. 

MODERATOR:  We  will  act  on  Article  29,  to  see  if  the  Town 
will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $450,000  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  water  supply  reservoir,  distribution  mains  and 
necessary  buildings,  land  damage  and  engineering  fees  and  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the 
Credit  of  the  Town  the  aforesaid  $450,000.  We  will  vote  by  ballot. 
The  motion  is  in  the  affirmative.  Vote  "Yes"  for  the  Reservoir,  vote 
"No"  against  the  Reservoir.  A  two-thirds  vote  is  required  for  the 
Bond  Issue. 

Article  29.  It  was  voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$450,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  water  supply  reservoir, 
distribution  mains  and  necessary  buildings,  land  damage  and  engin- 
eering fees  and  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Select- 
men to  borrow  on  the  Credit  of  the  Town,  the  aforesaid  $450,000. 
TOTAL  VOTES  CAST    403  YES     135  NO     268 

MR.  HAYWARD:  I  present  the  following  resolution  and  move  its 
adoption: 

BE  IT  RESOLVED,  that  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $235,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  two  gravel-packed 
wells  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Savage  Farm  on  Elm  Street,  with  neces- 
sary buildings  and  distribution  mains,  and  covering  the  expense  of 
land  damages  and  fees;  and  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  author- 
ized to  borrow  that  amount  of  money  on  the  Credit  of  the  Town  for 
that  purpose  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  38,  Sec- 
tion 11,  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  and  Chapter  33  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended  by  Chapter  329  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Laws  of  1955. 

MODERATOR:  We  are  acting  on  the  Resolution  as  presented 
by  Mr.  Hayward.  Vote  YES  for  the  wells.  Vote  NO  against  the 
wells. 

Article  30.  It  was  voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$235,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  two  gravel-packed  wells 
in  the  vicinity  of  the  Savage  Farm  on  Elm  Street,  with  necessary 
buildings  and  distributions  mains,  and  covering  the  expense  of  land 
damages  and  fees. 

TOTAL  VOTES  CAST     305  YES     148  NO     157 

Resolution  is  lost. 
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MODERATOR:  Acting  under  Article  28,  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $52,000  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  new  gravel-packed  well,  complete  with  well,  build- 
ings, piping  and  necessary  land  damages,  together  with  necessary  re- 
pairs to  the  existing  Filter  Plant  at  Pumping  Station  to  return  it  to 
its  designed  capacity  of  250,000  gallons  per  day. 

MR.  REID:  Seeing  that  both  of  these  Articles  have  been  elim- 
inated at  this  Town  Meeting  I  would  move  that  the  Town  would 
strike  out  that  portion  referring  to  new  gravel-packed  well,  complete 
with  well,  buildings,  piping  and  necessary  land  damages,  and  ap- 
propriate $12,000  to  keep  the  existing  Filter  Plant  at  Pumping  Sta- 
tion in  proper  order. 

Article  28:  On  motion  of  Frank  Reid,  Jr.,  it  was  voted  unani- 
mously to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $12,000  for  the  purpose 
of  making  the  necessary  repairs  to  the  existing  Filter  system  to  keep 
it  in  proper  order. 

MR.  HAYWARD:  Article  31  deals  entirely  with  our  distribution 
of  water.  Is  to  give  the  west  end  of  Town  more  fire  protection.  If 
anything  should  happen  the  west  end  of  Town  would  have  to  shut 
down  for  lack  of  water. 

MR.  REID:  I  move  the  Town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,400  to  extend  the  West  Street  water  main  2,000  feet,  closing  the 
gap  between  Elm  Street  and  Osgood  Road. 

Article  31.  It  was  voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$10,400  for  the  purpose  of  rehabilitating  the  present  Water  Distribu- 
tion in  the  following  location: 

6.     West  St.  (2000  ft.  gap  between  Spaulding  St. 

and  Osgood  Road)  $10,400 

and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  borrow  on  the  Credit  of 
the  Town,  the  aforesaid  $10,400. 

Article  32.  MR.  REID:  This  is  a  Water  Main  Extension  by  pe- 
tition. We  did  not  receive  a  guaranted  extension.  It  would  be  an 
outright  gift  of  550  feet  of  pipe.    I  move  this  Article  be  dismissed. 

MODERATOR:  We  are  acting  on  the  Motion  presented  by  Mr. 
Reid  to  dismiss  Article  32  as  presented  in  the  Warrant. 

It  was  voted  not  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000  to 
provide  an  extension  to  the  existing  6-inch  Water  Main  on  Mill 
Street,  easterly,  a  distance  of  550  feet. 

MODERATOR:    We  are  acting  under  Article  33. 

On  motion  of  Frank  Reid,  Jr.,  it  was  voted  unanimously  that  the 
total  of  Articles  28  and  31  amounting  to  $22,400  be  raised  by  a  direct 
payment  of  $2400  this  year  and  the  balance  of  $20,000  be  financed 
by  an  issue  of  serial  notes  over  a  three  year  period. 

MR.  TRENTINI:  In  as  much  as  the  Town  voted  to  do  so,  I 
move  that  these  notes  be  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  38,  Section  11  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  and 
Chapter  33  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  as  amended  by  Chapter 
329  of  the  laws  of  1955.    So  voted. 
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MR.  ROBERT  HOLCOMBE:  I  move  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  be 
extended  the  Special  Water  Committee  for  their  untiring  efforts. 

MR.  HAYWARD:  I  move  the  Special  Water  Committee  be  dis- 
missed.   Voted  unanimously.

To  the  Inliahitants  of  the  School  District  in  the  Town  of  Milford, 
qualified  to  vote  in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Jacques  Memorial 
School  in  said  district  on  the  8th  day  of  March  1958,  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  en- 
suing three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other 
officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or 
Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto.

ADMINISTRATION 

Superintendent 

By  Harold  C.  Bowley,  Superintendent 

I  herewith  present  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report.  It  includes 
this  discussion  and  other  reports  herewith. 

A.  TEACHERS 

I  am  happy  to  report  the  continuity  of  instruction  which  pre- 
vails in  the  first  six  grades.  The  only  change  this  year  was  the 
addition  of  a  new  teacher  to  Grade  Six  by  transfer  of  Mrs. 
Helen  Clarke  and  Mrs.  Janice  Adams  to  take  her  place  in  Grade 
Four.  More  recently  a  shift  had  to  be  made  with  Mr.  Fred  Wil- 
kinson leaving,  after  a  very  successful  period  of  service.  Mrs. 
Doris  Rebidue  was  made  Principal  of  Grades  1-6  and  Assistant 
Principal  in  Grades  7-8  and  Mrs.  Kathryn  Thane  installed  in 
Grade  Six. 

I  am  not  so  happy  concerning  the  Secondary  changes.  Of 
course,  the  changes  were  in  no  wise  a  majority  shift  of  personnel. 
Because  of  that  I  can  express  gratitude  in  that  much  continuity. 
But,  the  five  vacancies  seemed  to  occur  in  the  fields  in  which 
there  was  greatest  difficulty  to  find  replacements.  These  were  in 
Commercial  Courses,  Latin  and  French,  Shop,  Science  and 
Mathematics.  The  last  teacher  was  hired  about  a  week  before 
school  was  due  to  open.  Miss  Rainville,  Miss  Stephens,  Mr. 
O'Neil,  Mr.  Reed  were  the  non-returning  teachers;  the  fifth  is  a 
new  position.  To  complete  the  roster,  Mrs.  Barrett,  Mr.  Hal- 
loran,  Mr.  Holmes,  Mr.  Knowlton  and  Mr.  S.  Lessard  were 
employed. 

Mr.  William  Childs,  who  taught  Art  here  three  days  per 
week,  had  to  leave  to  enter  the  service.  Mr.  Ralph  Parente  suc- 
ceeded him. 

Throughout  this  Union,  we  have  been  trying  to  reach  a  basis 
for  teachers'  salaries.  With  changing  and  upward  revisions 
nearly  every  year,  we  could  easily  find  ourselves  in  the  unen- 
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viable  position  of  paying  a  beginning  teacher  (because  we  had 
to  have  her)  more  than  or  the  same  as  one  already  on  the  staff 
with  more  experience.  So,  one  o£  our  members  made  an  analysis 
when  we  had  more  stable  conditions  and  discovered  that,  with 
a  four-year  degree,  teachers'  salaries  advanced  4%  of  the  base 
per  year  with  each  year  of  experience  until  a  maximum  was 
reached.  For  instance,  if  the  base  was  $2,500  for  a  beginner, 
her  second-year  salary  was  $2,600  and  the  third  $2,700,  etc. 
Salaries  for  teachers  with  less  than  this  Bachelor's  degree  and 
those  with  Master's  degrees  were  compared  with  the  base  and 
found  to  be  respectively  8%  less  and  8%  more  in  each  year 
of  experience.  Therefore,  it  was  only  necessary  to  determine 
the  beginning  salary  and  all  salaries  would  be  whatever  percent- 
age of  that  base  the  teacher's  experience  warranted.  The  present 
budget  has  been  constructed  with  this  in  mind  but  does  not 
implement  this  scale  completely.

c.  It  seems  obvious  that  the  Elementary  grades  will  need 
20  teachers  and  a  Principal  after  next  year.  That  means  12 
rooms  at  the  Elementary  School  and  8  at  the  Jacques.  The  Sec- 
ondary grades  will  need  some  24  or  25  rooms  by  1963  and  more 
than  are  presently  available  during  the  intervening  years.  With 
1959,  we  count  4  in  the  Jacques,  1  in  the  Annex  and  10  in  the 
old  building.  This  inventory  does  not  count  the  Shops,  Home 
Economics,  Guidance,  1  Commercial,  Music  and  Science  Labor- 
atory. I  am  quite  sure  we  can  gain  a  classroom  by  moving 
Guidance  to  the  area  now  in  the  Principal's  Office  if  we  can  find 
a  place  for  the  Principal's  Office.  Then  I  believe  a  classroom  can 
be  salvaged  in  the  Annex  by  the  consolidation  of  the  Teachers' 
Room,  Storage  Room  and  Conference  Room  into  one  room  with 
additional  window  area  added.  These  changes  are  more  appar- 
ent than  some  of  the  others,  such  as  Library,  Science  space,  and 
the  additional  classrooms  suggested  above.  The  new  Minimum 
Standards  for  High  Schools  give  us  warning  that  when  altera- 
tions of  any  sort  are  made  the  Library  becomes  a  "must"  and  a 
Library  requires  a  larger  area  than  ordinary  classrooms  do. 

Since  the  projections  are  compiled  from  Census  Reports  and 
present  enrollments,  we  can  only  predict  with  what  we  have. 
It's  easier  to  be  a  historian  than  a  prophet.  The  purpose  of 
this  discussion  here  is  to  point  to  the  need  of  the  study  com- 
mittee and  the  study  of  every  citizen. 

C.  COSTS 

Each  year  the  State  Department  of  Education  is  authorized 
to  fix  maximum  liability  for  tuition.  For  Grades  9-12,  the  liabil- 
ity this  year  is  $410  per  pupil,  next  year  $367;  for  Grades  1-8, 
$251  and  $232.  The  reduction  is  due  to  a  change  in  the  law 
governing  the  computations.  Tuition  is  chargeable  at  these  rates 
or  lower  if  the  receiving  district  has  a  lower  rate  and  a  2% 
rental  charge,  as  approved  by  the  State  Board  of  Education, 
may  be  added. 

Milford's  rates  are  $317.85  and  $190.00  for  the  present  year; 
$310.31  and  $200.00  for  next  year. 
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D.  Appreciations 

I  am  very  appreciative  of  the  splendid  work  of  the  Teachers, 
the  understanding  and  interest  of  the  School  Board  and  the 
cooperation  of  the  community  toward  making  good  schools 
better.

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Our  Helping  Teacher 

By  Mabel  I.  Connolly,  Helping  Teacher 

In  this  year's  report  to  you  who  are  interested  in  education 
in  Union  No.  40  I  would  like  to  mention  the  work  being  done 
by  our  teachers  in  locating  our  gifted  children  and  providing  for 
their  special  abilities.  We  realize  there  is  a  need  for  a  definite 
program  which  will  help  them  do  an  even  better  job,  and  one 
is  now  in  the  process  of  evolution.  Two  other  areas  of  concern 
to  all  —  science  and  arithmetic  —  should  also  be  brought  to  your 
attention. 

The  Gifted 

We  consider  as  gifted  any  child  with  superior  intelligence 
or  some  special  talent  or  ability.  We  feel  that  it  is  his  right  to 
be  allowed  and  encouraged  to  develop  such  powers  to  the  ut- 
most. Through  our  testing  and  with  guidance  starting  in  the 
first  grade  these  children  with  special  needs  are  located  and  a 
program  is  adopted  to  their  needs.  We  now  have  the  nucleus 
of  a  library  which  has  already  supplied  enrichment  for  the  many 
children  throughout  the  union  who  have  advanced  reading 
ability.  These  books  are  on  a  loan  basis  and  are  in  constant  cir- 
culation, especially  during  the  last  half  of  the  year  when  these 
pupils  have  read  everything  available  in  their  classrooms.  Other 
books,  materials  and  ideas  are  available  in  other  subject  areas 
for  pupil  projects,  research  and  reports.  The  teachers  are  to  be 
congratulated  on  the  fine  work  they  are  doing  with  these  chil- 
dren in  spite  of  all  the  extra  time  also  involved  in  helping  the 
slow-learners  in  the  class. 

Science 

We  have  no  way  of  adequately  measuring  the  quantity  or 
the  quality  of  the  science  program  within  this  union.  In  fact 
there  is  no  co-ordinated  program,  as  such,  due  mainly  to  the 
lack  of  an  up-to-date  program  of  studies  usually  suggested  by 
the  State  Department  of  Education.   However,  such  a  program 
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is  now  in  the  process  of  study  with  two  of  our  teachers  on  the 
state-wide  Science  and  Arithmetic  Committee.  We  should  have 
something  very  definite  by  another  year  for  all  grades.  Even 
though  not  following  a  "state  outline"  we  do  have  a  great  deal 
of  science  being  taught  in  every  school,  and  being  well  taught. 

Arithmetic 

An  excerpt  from  the  January  1958  Helping  Teacher's  Bulletin 
(Union  No.  40)  in  a  report  to  the  teachers  gives  some  indication 
of  the  work  being  done  in  this  area. 

"As  a  whole,  the  results  of  the  arithmetic  tests  were  quite 
satisfactory  in  that  on  a  union-wide  basis  they  equaled  or  sur- 
passed the  National  norm.  Very  few  weak  spots  were  found 
among  the  several  towns.  Granted  the  test  results  show  we  are 
doing  well  in  the  area  of  mathematics,  we  shall  do  better  and 
for  two  very  good  reasons:  because  we  want  to  improve  and  be- 
cause we  are  just  completing  the  adoption  of  some  of  the  best 
methods  and  materials  for  the  teaching  of  arithmetic. 

"It  is  interesting  to  note  some  of  the  results  already  evident, 
in  that  for  the  first  time  to  my  knowledge  the  arithmetic  reason- 
ing scores  are  higher  than  are  the  fundamentals.  This  is  true  in 
20  out  of  24  final  scores.  We  want  pupils  to  first  make  full  use 
of  their  intelligence  through  reasoning  and  understanding  of 
numbers  so  that  the  memorization  of  number  facts  and  funda- 
mental processes  can  be  truly  effective. 

"Actually,  of  the  seven  grades  tested  (3-9)  throughout  the 
Union  the  average  norm  is  three  months  higher  than  the  national 
norm,  as  compared  with  the  average  reading  norm  of  seven 
months  above  the  national  norm  in  Grades  1-9.  Without  sacri- 
ficing our  splendid  gains  in  reading  we  hope  the  next  round  of 
arithmetic  tests  three  years  hence  will  show  an  equal  superiority. 

"Presumably  the  contribution  to  science  and  mathematics  will 
come  from  the  upper  fifth  of  most  any  class.  It  is  encouraging 
to  note  that  the  range  of  arithmetic  achievement  in  this  group 
in  grade  seven  runs  from  grade  8.5  to  10.5,  in  grade  eight  from 
9.5  to  11.5,  in  grade  nine  from  10.8  to  14.5.  We  are  moving  in 
the  right  direction!" 
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1  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  again  thank  the 
parents,  teachers  and  principals,  members  of  the  school  boards, 
and  Mr.  Bowley  for  their  cooperation  in  our  mutual  endeavors 
lor  better  education  for  our  children. 


Milford  Elementary  School 

By  Doris  M.  Rebidue,  Principal 

Having  assumed  the  principalship  of  Milford  Elementary 
Schools  on  January  6,  1958,  I  submit  my  first  annual  report 
from  the  events  which  occurred  under  the  leadership  of  Mr. 
Fred  Wilkinson.  As  I  undertook  my  new  assignment  I  found  an 
exceptionally  well  organized  system  of  policies  in  operation  and 
the  staff  members  functioning  as  a  team  with  one  purpose  in 
mind,  a  well  rounded  education  for  all  the  youth  of  Milford. 

It  was  disappointing  news  to  all  teachers  of  the  elementary 
schools  when  they  learned  of  Mr.  Fred  Wilkinson's  resignation 
as  principal.  He  is  a  wonderful  person  with  whom  to  work  and 
a  great  educational  leader.  Under  his  leadership  and  guidance 
the  Milford  Elementary  Schools  have  constantly  progressed.  It 
is,  however,  gratifying  to  know  that  Mr.  Wilkinson  has  taken 
another  step  upward  on  the  ladder  of  success. 

Enrollment 

The  school  year  1957-58  saw  a  record  enrollment  in  the 
elementary  grades.  The  number  of  children  reached  565  in  Jan- 
uary, 65  more  than  the  previous  year.  A  total  of  19  teachers 
were  employed.  A  new  sixth  grade  class  made  it  necessary  to  use 
one  class  room  on  the  east  end  of  the  Jacques  Memorial  School. 
This  crowded  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  into  five  rooms; 
space  is  again  becoming  a  problem.  According  to  the  census 
report,  we  can  expect  90  or  more  in  the  first  grade  this  next  year. 
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The  Science  Program 

We  in  the  elementary  schools  are  very  much  aware  of  the 
great  need  of  teaching  science  to  our  children.  As  a  result,  the 
teachers  made  an  extensive  study  of  seven  series  of  new  science 
books.  A  committee  carefully  selected  three  of  these  series  and 
then  a  representative  from  each  company  visited  the  school  and 
talked  on  the  merits  of  his  company's  science  program.  After 
much  thought  and  consideration  the  books  adopted  are  such 
that  they  can  be  adapted  to  any  future  program  set  up  by  the 
State  Board  of  Education.  The  program  is  based  on  learning 
through  experimentation.  The  organization  of  material  in  se- 
quences from  grades  one  through  six  lead  forward  to  the  devel- 
opment of  broad  scientific  principles. 

New  Projection  Room 

Teachers  of  the  Garden  Street  School  for  several  years  have 
been  desirous  of  a  room  where  they  could  conveniently  use 
audio-visual  aids  to  enrich  their  instructional  program.  This 
dream  has  at  last  been  fulfilled.  The  custodians  have  partitioned 
off  a  basement  room  for  this  purpose.  Large  doors  enable  teach- 
ers to  divide  this  larger  room  into  two  rooms  so  that  one  half 
can  be  used  by  teachers  using  the  tachistoscope  while  the  other 
half  is  used  for  the  showing  of  filmstrips  and/or  slides,  et  cetera. 
It  also  is  used  as  an  assembly  room. 

Stamp  and  Lunch  Money  Collections 

The  project  of  collecting  lunch  money  by  volunteer  mothers, 
sponsored  by  the  P.T.A.,  has  been  in  operation  all  year.  This 
has  proven  to  be  very  helpful  and  has  taken  a  great  responsibil- 
ity out  of  the  hands  of  the  teachers  thus  enabling  them  to  devote 
more  time  to  instruction. 

The  Ladies  Auxiliary  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars  has 
been  collecting  stamp  money  for  almost  three  years.  These 
ladies  go  into  the  rooms  and  sell  U.  S.  Savings  Stamps  to  the 
children  every  Tuesday  morning.  Last  year  the  children  bought 
$3,295.50  worth  of  stamps.  The  teachers  are  very  grateful  to 
these  ladies  and  their  sponsoring  organizations.  It  indicates  to 
them  that  people  in  Milford  have  an  interest  in  their  schools. 
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Cafeteria 

Every  day  Mrs.  Jane  Tostevin  and  her  staff  have  served  ap- 
proximately 500  meals.  The  program  is  well  organized  and  the 
very  excellent  meals  are  efficiently  served  within  an  hour's  time. 
Personnel 

Ralph  Parente  replaced  William  Childs  as  the  art  teacher 
and  Mrs.  Janice  Adams  replaced  Mrs.  Helen  Clarke  as  the 
fourth  grade  teacher.  Mrs.  Clarke  transferred  to  the  sixth  grade. 
In  January  Mrs.  Thane  replaced  Mrs.  Doris  Rebidue  as  a  sixth 
grade  teacher  and  Mrs.  Rebidue  became  the  elementary  princi- 
pal. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Milford  School  Board,  Mr.  Bowley,  Miss 
Connolly,  the  Milford  P.T.A.,  teachers,  school  nurse,  school  sec- 
retary, lunchroom  staff,  custodians,  parents,  and  other  citizens 
of  Milford  for  their  valuable  cooperation  and  assistance  during 
die  past  year. 
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Milford  High  School 

By  George  H.  Corson,  Principal 

A  few  years  ago  the  "hue  and  cry"  concerning  education  was 
that  "Johnny  can't  read."  A  short  while  later  this  criticism 
changed  to,  "the  youth  of  today  are  physically  soft."  And  now 
with  the  advent  of  the  satellite  era,  we  suddenly  are  confronted 
with,  "our  educational  system  must  rearrange  its  curriculum  and 
put  emphasis  on  its  mathematics  and  science  programs." 

All  of  this  criticism  is  good  if  it  is  tempered  with  common 
sense,  a  full  realization  of  the  responsibility  to  the  individual 
and  if  the  suggested  improvements  are  made  by  clear  thinking 
individuals  and  not  by  those  who  are  alarmists. 

We  all  realize  that  there  is  much  to  be  done  for  "Johnny" 
and  his  reading.  That  physical  education  must  be  an  integral 
part  of  our  curriculum.  That  we  must  improve  considerably  our 
math  and  science  programs. 

In  the  following  paragraphs  I  would  like  to  point  out  the 
necessity  for  continuing  the  type  of  program  we  are  now  carry- 
ing with  but  a  few  changes.  I  want  to  make  the  point  that 
we  must  not,  as  has  been  intimated  many  times,  enrich  some  of 
the  fields  of  endeavor  at  the  expense  of  others.  It  has  taken 
many  years  to  arrive  at  what  appears  to  be  a  well  rounded  pro- 
gram, fitted  to  the  needs  of  all  the  individuals  concerned.  All 
enrichment  courses  should  be  additions  to  and  not  substitutes 
for,  the  courses  in  the  present  program. 

One  of  the  basic  philosophies  of  education  is  that  "every 
child  should  have  an  educational  opportunity  within  the  limits 
of  his  abilities."  In  speaking  of  abilities,  we  must  recognize  the 
fact  that  within  any  group  we  have  what  is  known  as  the  "Nor- 
mal curve  of  abilities."  In  the  accompanying  chart,  the  normal 
curve  of  abilities  for  Milford  High  School  has  been  plotted.  This 
chart  shows  us  the  varying  abilities  of  all  the  pupils  in  grades 
nine  to  twelve  and  the  numbers  of  pupils  in  each  ability  bracket. 
This  chart  clearly  indicates  that  not  all  of  our  pupils  can  be  en- 
gineers or  scientists,  as  it  is  recommended  that  only  those  with 

21 


a  1-1  I.Q.  or  better  attempt  such  a  profession.  On  the  other 
hand,  we  must  and  do  provide  for  those  who  are  in  this  ability 
range.  With  the  wide  range  of  abilities  we  have,  from  65  to  145, 
it  is  absolutely  essential  that  we  keep  the  well  diversified  pro- 
gram which  we  have  and  add  to  it  as  the  need  dictates. 

The  State  Board  of  Education  has  just  completed  a  very 
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thorough  examination  of  all  phases  of  the  educational  system  of 
Milford  High  School,  and  readily  gave  its  approval  and  certifica- 
tion to  the  total  program.  Some  recommendations  were  made 
which  are  being  considered  by  those  concerned. 

Your  Superintendent  and  School  Board  are  very  aware  of 
all  the  problems  and  are  doing  an  excellent  job  in  making  sure 
that  every  Milford  High  School  pupil  is  receiving  the  best  pos- 
sible education. 

Standards 

As  we  continue  to  move  forward  into  a  world  of  technical 
and  scientific  achievement  it  becomes  more  and  more  important 
for  each  and  every  individual  to  gain  more  and  more  education. 

Our  schools  are  crowded  and  the  bulge  will  soon  be  upon 
our  colleges  and  universities.  Consequently  several  changes  are 
taking  place  in  college  entrance  requirements.  It  is  no  longer 
safe  to  say  that  the  college  recommending  grade  is  eighty-five 
or  that  being  in  the  upper  half  of  the  class  will  get  you  into  the 
college  of  your  choice.  The  colleges  and  universities,  naturally, 
are  choosing  those  applicants  who  have  the  highest  academic 
standing.  This  necessity  for  high  academic  standing  is  causing 
a  chain  reaction  of  pressures.  These  pressures  are  having  their 
culmination  in  a  general  dissatisfaction  with  achievement  grades 
earned  by  pupils.  It  is  traditional  at  Milford  High  School  for 
our  pupils  to  maintain  a  very  high  degree  of  success  with  their 
college  work.  This  success  is  due  to  but  one  thing,  high  aca- 
demic standing  at  the  high  school  level.  Therefore,  we  must  and 
we  will  maintain  the  usual  standards,  expecting  parents  to  under- 
stand our  position  and  pupils  to  extend  their  efforts  to  meet  this 
new  challenge. 

Once  again  we  have  enjoyed  a  very  successful  year  at  Mil- 
ford High  School  and  we  wish  to  congratulate  you,  the  parents, 
for  the  fine  type  of  youth  we  have  to  work  with. 

We  can  all  be  thankful  that  we  have  the  opportunity  to  raise 
our  children  in  a  community  such  as  Milford.

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School  Meeting 

SYNOPSIS  OF  MILFORD  SCHOOL  MEETING 
MARCH  9,  1957 

Agreeably  to  the  foregoing  Warrant,  the  voters  of  the  School 
District  of  Milford  assembled  at  the  Auditorium  of  the  Lt.  Leon  J. 
Jacques,  Jr.,  Memorial  School  and  at  8  o'clock  P.  M.  were  called  to 
order  by  the  Moderator  Pro-Tern,  Rodney  C.  Woodman. 

After  reading  the  Warrant,  the  Moderator  called  upon  Rev. 
George  R.  Higgins  of  the  Congregational  Church,  who  offered  prayer. 

Article  1.  David  Deans,  Jr.,  was  re-elected  Moderator  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  2.  Elonise  H.  Rea  was  elected  Clerk  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Article  3.  Mario  J.  Infanti  was  re-elected  as  a  member  of  the 
School  Roard  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 

Article  4.  Maurice  G.  Jewett  was  re-elected  Treasurer  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

Article  5.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Infanti,  it  was  voted  to  pass  this 
article  and  consider  it  later  under  the  budget  as  presented  by  the 
School  Roard. 

It  was  then  voted,  on  motion  of  Mr.  Trentini,  that  this  meeting 
give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to  A.  Wallace  Wilkins  for  his  many  years 
of  service  as  Clerk  for  the  School  District. 

Article  6.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hoadley,  it  was  voted  that  the 
reports  as  printed  in  the  yellow  pages  of  the  Town  Report  be  accept- 
ed. 

Article  7.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rotch,  it  was  voted  that  the  Audi- 
tors elected  by  the  Town  serve  as  Auditors  for  the  School  District. 

Article  8.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Infanti,  it  was  voted  that  the  dis- 
trict raise  and  appropriate  $296,499.94  for  the  support  of  schools,  for 
the  salaries  of  School  District  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  ap- 
plication against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to 
be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  School  Roard  to  certify  to  the  Selectmen  the  balance 
between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance 
is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by  the  Town.  This  was  a  unanimous  yes  vote. 

Previous  to  this  motion  School  Roard  Chairman  Mario  J.  Infanti 
gave  an  explanation  of  the  proposed  salary  schedule  for  teachers, 
establishing  base  salaries  and  annual  increases  based  on  a  percentage 
of  the  base,  thus  hoping  to  eliminate  some  of  the  inequities  in  sal- 
aries.  The  proposed  minimum  next  year  will  be  $3,200.00. 

In  routine  explanation  of  the  budget,  Mr.  Infanti  brought  to 
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attention  the  item  of  $500  for  a  used  pick-up  truck  to  be  used  by- 
janitors  of  the  three  schools. 

Article  9.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hoadley,  it  was  voted  that  the 
district  raise  and  appropriate  as  a  deficiency  appropriation,  the  sum 
of  $4,500  available  prior  to  June  1,  1957  to  correct  some  inequities 
in  teacher-salaries,  the  school  board  being  authorized  to  apply  against 
said  appropriation  such  sums  as  are  estimated  as  balance  and  to  cer- 
tify to  the  Selectmen  the  difference  to  raise  by  taxes  from  the  Town. 

Article  10.  On  motion  of  Mrs.  Rotch,  it  was  voted  that  the 
District  accept  the  gift  of  the  Laxson  Land  off  Elm  Street  from  the 
Trustees  of  the  Keyes  Fund,  said  land  to  be  used  as  an  athletic  field. 
Unanimously  Yes. 

Article  11.  On  motion  of  Hugo  Trentini  the  following  resolu- 
tion was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved:  "That  the  former  Laxson  premises  to  be  acquired  by 
this  school  district  as  an  athletic  and  recreational  field  by  funds  made 
available  through  the  generosity  and  foresight  of  the  late  Arthur  L. 
Keyes  be  named  Arthur  L.  Keyes  Memorial  Field  and  that  in  due 
course  of  time  the  members  of  the  school  board  are  authorized  and 
instructed  to  cause  to  be  made  a  suitable  memorial  plaque  and  to 
erect  the  same  at  said  premises  so  that  the  said  generosity  and  fore- 
sight of  the  said  Arthur  L.  Keyes  shall  be  prominently  and  perma- 
nently memorialized." 

Article  12.  On  motion  of  Mr.  Hoadley,  it  was  voted  to  accept 
the  transfer  of  a  small  section  of  land  from  the  Town,  the  bounds  of 
which  are  described  in  the  Town  Warrant. 

The  question  was  brought  up  at  this  time  if  the  Milford  School 
Board  had  been  approached  by  Hollis  on  the  possibility  of  combining 
as  a  consolidated  School  District.  Mr.  Infanti  said  that  they  have 
talked  with  Hollis  about  this,  but  until  further  study  of  the  costs, 
etc.,  it  could  not  be  said  at  this  point  whether  or  not  we  are  inter- 
ested. Also,  under  consideration  is  an  arrangement  whereby  a  town 
could  buy  into  the  Milford  School  System.  With  further  study,  in  a 
few  months,  they  would  be  better  able  to  give  a  more  definite 
answer. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  9:30  P.  M.
